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‘THERE can’ be no question that Mr. 
Chou Han ‘of Changsha is a- very 
interesting person. He represents ad- 
mirably the undaunted anti-foreign 
spirit,of the virgin province of Hunan. 
He represents the Hunanese admirably 
too in mixing a proper amount of dis- 
cretion with his zeal. When the Viceroy 
Chang Chih-tung sent his commissioner 
to Changsha to arrest Mr. Chou Han, 
the Governor of the province, Chang 
Hsii, being unable or unwilling to arrest 
him, the man of iron who was ready to 
die for the opinions and the falsehoods 
he had dis ated broadcast in. the 
infamous placards and pamphlets which 
disgrace the name of Hunan, discreetly 
shut himself up in his house, and 
allowed friends to give out that he 
had disappeared, and was insane and 
therefore irresponsible and could not be 
found and punished. Foreign Powers, 
however, were evidently not satisfied 
with this evasion, aud we may take it 
that pressure was put on the Tsungli 
Yamén, and through the Yamén on the 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung. It.was, we 
may suppose, then determined to send 
a new Governor to Hunan, and it is 
not unlikely that Chang 'Chih-tung 
siiggested his personal friend Wu Ta- 
chéng, who was Governor of Kuangtung 
when Chang: was Viceroy of the ‘Two 
Kuang, a man of ability and integrity, 
respected and liked by both Chinese and 
foreigners, whose last public service was 
as Director-General of the Yellow River, 
where he ‘closed the great bréach at 
Chengehou three years ago,

He calls 
on the patriots of Hunan to assemble 
in their thousands, stop Wu's approach 
at Yochou, the outpost of the pro- 
vince, seize the rebellious’ devils and 
burn their ships, drive them ‘out, of 
Hanan, and implore the Emperor to 
send a more worthy Governor. Unfor- 
tunately Hunan has been betrayed in 
the last twenty years by four of her 
own sons, Kuo Sung-tao, the first Chi- 
nese Ambassador to Europe, the Mar- 
quis 'I'séng, and two others of less note. 
Kind Heaven has cut down these four 
devils; and only a remnant of the faction 
that is content to traffic with foreigners 
now remains ; when found they are to 
be beaten to death and cast out to the 
tigers and wolves. ‘I'he foreign devils 
are rich, and when they, come into 
Hunan will try to buy land for their 
churches and chapels. Those who sell 
them land: or houses aud the middle- 
men are to be slaughtered, the houses 
burned; and. the, land made, public

It 
is certain that the news is false, and the 
officials would never deceive the people 
in-such a-matter, and-so-the-people: are 
to pay no attention to idle rumours, 
but to go about their business quietly. 
Finally .. the people... are... reminded. 
that “the law against anonymous pla- 
cards is very severe, and all those found 
offending in this respect after the issue 
of the present proclamation (which is 
dated the 17th of September) will cer- 
\inily be arrested and punished.” 

‘This conjuncture seems to us to indi- | _ 
cate that the central government and | i! 
the Viceroy Chang Chih-tung are in 
earnest in their determination to put 
down the Hunan placards and their au- 
thor. ‘They may {ave pretended before 
to accept the stories of Chou Han’s disap- 

earance and insanity in the belief that 
he had had a lesson and would kee guiet 
for the future ; but the removal of Chang 
Hei and the ‘appointment of Wu T'a- 
chéng, whose daughter is about to marry 
a son of the Viceroy, may be taken as 
indications that Hunan is not to have 
its own way any longer. Chou Han must 
have felt that the matter was serious, and 
his manifesto sounds like that of 'a man 
who realises that the game is up, and 
that it is his last chance to make him- 
self still more notorious. In defying 
the Viceroy and Wu 'Ta-chéng he is 
putting himself for the first time openly 
in, opposition to the central government, 
which must now crush him on its own 
account a8 well as ours.

RUSSIA AND THE PAMIRS. 


27th Sept. 
A Japanyse paper told us the other day 
of'a gentleman of Tokio who goes ouce 
a week to the top of Fusiyama and 
back. He leaves lokio after dinner on 
one day, and returns to a late dinner 
the next. This is the way in which the 
high places of the world, ouce venerated, 
are made common, and what should be 
a pilgrimage becomes that joy of the 
Philistine, “a day’s outing.” So the 
Pamir was once an object of awe to those 
who love romance, aud who delighted in 
its poetical name “I'he Roof of the 
World.” It wasmysterious, unknown, in- 
accessible ; there were doubts whether it | 
was’ not somehow connected with that 
ever sought and ever unapproached mys~ 
tery, the North Pole. It belonged to no- 
one; it wasjustoutsidethebordersofmany 
kingdoms, but none could claim it; it was 
the region of perpetual snow, where the 
very lakes were salt, and where a few rare 
animals and rarer outcasts of humanity 
wrung’ precatious existence out of its 
sparse oases. ‘The strong light of in- 
vestigation has been now thrown on 
the Roof of the World, and it turns out 
tobe ‘accessible, provided with passes 
thfoagh’ which au army can march ; not

Yanoff has:gone 
prospecting again on’ the Pamir with 
a small army of horse ‘aud foot 
aud. machine guns. ‘The Russian 
Minister in London is told to. assure 


Lord Rosebery that Colonel *Yanof ! 


is only exploring, and that the ex- 
tent of the force with him has been 
greatly exaggerated ; and then the 
Standard correspondent writes from 
Sebastopol that he has just seen an 
immense quantity of war and telegraph 
material beivg shipped from that port 
to Batoum, in addition to the military 
stores that have already been sent from 
Odessa, to be forwarded from Batoum, 
vid Tashkend, to Colonel Yanoft’s expe- 
dition. Not only has Colonel Yanoff 


a considerable force with him, but re- 


inforcements are being sent’to join him 
from the troops now quartered in the 
Caucasus, as Baron Vrefisky, the Go- 
vernor-General of ‘Turkestan, has in- 
formed the Government that he is likely 
to requite all the men quartered in his 
district to prevent any possible dis- 
turbances. 

As we understand the treaty of 1885 
with Russia, the boundary between 
Russian territory and Afghanistan was 
to be the Oxus, and Russia was not to 
interfere with Afghanistan, which was 
considered to be within the sphere of 
English influence. Colonel Yauoff has 
gone to see how far south the boundary, 
which has never been actually delimited, 
can be put, and the Russian papers 
have been instructed to represent the 
1885 treaty as an arrangement by which 
‘Afghanistan was to be treated as out- 
side the sphere of either Russian or 
English influence—a gross perversion 
of the real arrangement. ‘There has 
been some wonder how it is that the 
Chinese, who were warned last year, and 
who are supposed to be very sensitive 
‘as to their Central Asian possessions, 
have not accumulated a force at their 
end of the Pamir ; but it was reported 
in Berlin that this was due to the 
Russians having represented at Peking 
that China would do well not to send 
troops at present, as they might disturb 
the peaceful labours of the Land Survey 
and Delimitation Commissions. It was 
understood, however, that the Chinese 
goverument, while affecting in Peking 
to regard with composure the course of 
events in the Pamirs, was nevertheless 
fully alive to the exigencies, of the 
situation. “Strong representations,” says 
Reuter’s telegram from Berlin, “have 
been addressed to the Government of 
the Czar with reference to the appear- 
ance of the Russian expedition in 
territory which, it is maintained by the 
Chinese Government; undoubtedly forms 
part of its Empire. By the treaty of 


j Livadia the most southern point ofthe 
common frontier. ‘between China. and 
| Russian was fixed at Mount Maltabar, 
| which is situated due east of the Great 
| Kari Kul, and more than’ one hundred 
miles north: of Ak-'lash, where a 
Russian ‘force is now encamped.” Un- 
fortunately the Chinese “move very 
slowly, aud by :the time. they have 
! made up their ‘minds to send a-force to 
oust the Cossacks from their end of the 
Pamirs, it will probably bé too late. 
The Debats, a; leading: Paris paper, 
doubts wliether Russia entertains such 
a sinister design as tho re-opening of 
the Afghan question, aid whether, at 
a time when cholera is devastating the 
entire south and centre of the: Empire, 
thére is a thought of the conquést of 
India. But a little cholera:here or, a 
little famine there are not allowed to 
affect the designs of the Czar and. his 
government, and—entirely “apart: from 
the change of government and -expect- 
ed change of policy in England— 
there are reasous why this seems to 
Russia’s proconsuls in Asia an excellent 
opportunity to make another step for- 
ward. We are not on the best terms 
with the Amir Abdul Rahman. He is 
not only interfering with Bajaur and 
Kafiristan, aud harbouring designs on 
Chitral and Swat, all countries more or 
less under our protection ; but he is in 
trouble with the Hazaras and Usbegs, 
tribes that have suffered for:years from 
his misgovernment, and who look in 
vain to us for assistance. If we assist 
them, we make the Amir a. worse friend 
than he is now ; if we leave them alone, 
they will not improbably call in the 
assistance of Russia, who would be only 
too glad to be called in, and who is 
supposed to have fomented the exieting 
troubles with that object, As we sai 
tyesterday, there is too much reason to 
ear that unless China andthe Amir 
agree to act unreservedly in accordance 
\with our wishes and advice—and we 
have no wish to interfere for a moment 
with their claims tothe Pamirs, but 
only to help them to keep out Russia— 
Colonel Yanoff will probably succeed in 
establishing outposts in’ both Shignan 
and Roshan, if not in that, portion of 
Wakhan which lies to the north of the 
Panjah branch of the Oxus. The Amir 
is, unfortunately, a very difficult: person 
to deal with, and he has just now, while 
thanking the Indian. government for 
offering to send Lord Roberts to consult 
with him, asked that the visit may be 
deferred to a more convenient season. 
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THE. HUPAO ON THE NATIVE 
POLICE. 
28th Sept. 


An independent native newspaper press 
such. as flourishes so luxuriantly in 


Japan would be a great addition. to, 


- the forces:.of civilisation in China, and 
articles that appear from time to time 
in the native papers published in the 
treaty. ports, show that there is the 
material for such an institution in the 
country. ‘he Zupao has lately devoted 
three long leading articles to the sub- 
ject of the “'the Imperatiye Necessity 
of Reforming the Native Force of the 
Municipal: Police,” and the articles. are 
well worth some attention, as giving the 
views of an educated 'Chinese, living and 
writing under the protection of the for- 
eign municipal institutions. In his first 
article he contrasts ‘he municipal police 
with the paochia patrols maintained by 
‘the native authorities outside the foreign 
settlements, and he says of the latter 
that “in point of. thoroughness, dili- 
gence, and untiring watchfulness they 
cannot be compared” with the former. 
‘The foreign police system he regards as 
* admirable and perfect . . . Thieves 
and vagabonds keep themselves scarce, 
lawless and desperate characters venture 
not to acts of violence, Were there no 
police to keep order day and night, 
then this port or resort for all classes 
from all aces would be in a chaotic 
state ; the strong would encroach upon 
the weak, laws would be defied, and 
deeds of lawlessness would multiply. 
On what could the merchants and 
people rely that they could sleep with- 
out anxious cares?” The police being 
thus invaluable, it is the duty of the 
merchants and people to contribute 
towards their support; but it is also 
the duty of the police to protect and 
respect the merchants and people. 

{he writer then asks how the native 
policemen here .carry out this duty. 
“Of the untive’ policemen,” he says, 
“there are some perhaps who have had 
no previous occupation, who are accus- 
tomed to oppress those about them, and 
who are to commit all sorts of 
excesses, ‘All at once they become 
policemen; they don the uniform ; and 
they feel that they have risen to the 
highest point of ambition. ‘They root 
themselves with arms akimbo at the 
heads of streets, defying all. ‘They 
believe themselves so great that they 
can over-ride everybody and everythin; 
as if there were another Heaven beyond 
the pale of law, relying on which they 
need fear no reckoning for their doings. 
‘The merchants aud people they look on 
as nouentities. ‘The ’ricsha and wheel- 
barrow coolies, the carriers and hawkers, 
the beggars and sneak-thieves, on meet 
ing the native constables bow their 
heads low, and put on a smiling coun- 
tenance, while their hearts are palpitat- 
ing and their courage drooping ; and 
they address the constables with exag- 
gerated humility as Dzing boo siang sen, 
Mister Policeman, or Ding boo lao yeh, 
Your Honour!” The consequence of 

this is what. generally follows when 


man, proud man, is dressed in. a little 
brief authority ; the. native policeman 
bullies all classes indiscriminately. 
“These upstart policemen, native as they 
are, have no consideration even for 
merchants and people of good standing. 
) Grabbing them by the hair, flourishing 
their batons, they drive them along the 
{streets under the gaze of a thousand 
eyes, like droves of cattle, and. treat 
them like gamblers and thieves ; some 
| more hasty-tempered may object to this 
rough and shameful treatment, aud 
attempt to argue the point, but are 
vigorously answered by the free use of 
clubs; some inspired by the fear of 
| personal violence beg for commisera- 
tion ; but their cries are unheeded, and 
they are relentlessly dragged along, 
while the triumphant uniformed coolies 
make a great display of their authority.” 
All must obey’ the laws and the 
Municipal regulations, says the writer, 
but respectable people should not be 
treated like this, nor should the police 
make their authority a means of grati- 
fying their private spite, as they 
sometimes do. It is because the police 
is such an excellent institution when it 
is well ordered—* the fowls and do; 
are not disturbed, the residents are able 
to sleep and dream sweet dreams "— 
that it is so dangerous when it exceeds 
its duty. A long account is then given 
of the An-Ho-Chang burning joss-paper 
case in which the native police behaved 
with unnecessary violence ; and of other 
cases in which native policemen have 
trumped up false charges to gratify 
their private rancour against men who 
had committed no offence. But it is 
peace to see that no charges are 
ought against the Buropean or Sikh 
police, and the writer speaks most 
favourably of the Captain-Superintend- 
eut, whom he describes as being “ trust- 
worthy, stroug-minded and capable, 
quick in perception, thorough in the 
Knowledge of men and things, full of 
courage and experience . . . very fair 
and just, and exerting himself at all 
times and places to introduce reforms.” 
He mentions that Capt. McBuen has on 
more than one occasion dismissed or 
fined native policemen for exceeding 
their duty, and his third article re- 
solves itself into an attack not on 
the municipal police but on the Mixed 
Court magistrate, who is said to be 
unduly lenient, on all offending police- 
men, and unduly severe on those who 
offend the police. “This accounts,” 
he says, “for the growing feeling of 
self-importance on the part of the police, 
and the difficulties in the way of 
reform.” In his attack on the Mixed 
Court magistrate the Mason case, as to 
which the Chinese are very sore, is 
dragged in. ‘The leader of the pro- 
cessionists in Broadway who injured 
Sergeant Tilzey’s hand was sentenced 
to six weeks’ cangue and six months’ 
imprisonment. “Alas! how severe ! 
‘Mason, in acting for the Kolao Hui and 
secretly importing munitions of war, 
was Pix paris tried, with the circum- 
stantial evidence against him of attemp- 








ting rebellion, and was only sentenced to. 
nine months’ imprisonment, Are we 
then to infer that the crime of assault- 
ing a policeman is greater than, that of 
creating a rebellion, or are we to 
consider the position of a policeman 
higher than. that of an Emperor? 
Cases of stabbing, rape, abduction, and 
other heinous offences are, however, 
punished with a few hundred blows 
and several days of imprisonment. . It 
seoms that as long as they are cases 
not involving foreigners or the police, the 
magistrate decides at his own sweet plea- 
sure, whether with severity or leniency ; 
otherwise he appears to be weak and to 
have no force of will. Indeed it may 
be said that to reform the native police, 
the process must first begin with the 
magistrate.” Inequality of -sentences, 
however, is complained of the world 
over, and we rise from the perusal’ of 
the articles rather with a feeling of satis- 
faction that the native police is as good 
as it is, considering the poor material 
at the disposal of the Captain-Super- 
intendent, and with a woniler that the 
writer had to trust so much to general- 
alities and has produced so few specifio 
instances of oppression on the part of 
the native police. 


MR. JAMIESON ON SHANGHAI 
20th Sept. 


How the unreasonable hostility of the 
officials has interfered with the’ intro- 
duction of cotton spinning and weavin 
by modern machinery into Shanghai, 
a locality especially “suitable for the 
industry, is pointed outin Mr. Jamiesou’s 
report to the Foreign’ Office, where a 
brief history of the establishment so 
ably directed by Mr. Danforth is given, 
It is mentioned that it is now demon- 
strated satisfactorily’ in this, and ‘in 
the yarn spinning establishment nearer 
Shanghai, that Chinese cotton can be 
hag ae and woven into cloth here. 
ir. Jamieson is of opinion “that yarn 
can be produced here at least as cheaply 
as in Bombay, and considering the 
enormous import, and the rate at which 
the demand continies to grow, there 
would seem to be room for ‘fifty ‘mills 
of the capacity of the present one be- 
fore the demand can be overtaken.” 
Bombay and Manchester need not fear, 
however, that their trade with China 
is within measurable distance of being 
doomed. Mills in China cannot pay 
any more than in any other part of the 
world without good management, and 
as Mr. Jamieson says, “good manage- 
ment is a thing not to be obtained 
with Chinese directors ;” particularly 
if, we may ‘add, those directors ‘are 
officials or are under official control. 
Tn_his hs on the Woosun; 
Bar Mr. Jamieson explains the failure 
of the attempt to dredge a permanent 
channel. From the experience gained 
when the river was partially blocked to 
keep out the French during the last 
Franco-Chinese war, it seems. certain 
that the only thing to be done to 
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prevent the present delays aud conse- 
quent expense entailed on shipowners, 
is to ‘block up entirely one of the two 
channels formed by Gough Island ; but 
* when the local government will under- 
take’ the necessary. outlay, is very 
uncertain. ©” 

‘The memorandum on the working of 
the Mixed Court begins with figures 
showing ‘that while there is an annual 
inctéase in the native population of the 
settlements, there is a steady decrease in 
crime. As we have mentioned before, 
due justice is done to the high qualities 
of the Magistrate, Mr. Tsai, and to 
“the cordiality he has shown in enfor- 
cing the carrying-out of the munici 

* regulations for the good order of the 
settlements.” Unfortunately Mr. ‘I'sai’s 
health is somewhat infirm, and he 
has often to be replaced by. substi- 
tutes who know little of European 
customs, and of the general conditions 
under which business is conducted in 
Shanghai. Attention is drawn to the 
number of actions arising from the 
ueglect of foreign merchants to insist 
on a sufficient deposit as bargain-money 
when making’ contracts with Chinese ; 
but we are glad to see it said, “in fair- 
uess to the Chinese traders, I should 
point out that cases of repudiation of 
contract merely because the venture has 
turned out unprofitable, are extremely 
rare, when the immense business of the 
kind carried on here is taken into con- 
sideration.” 

“Shipping” is the subject of the last 
section of the Report; and the ship- 
ping business here is quite important 
enough to deserve the four pages 
or more devoted to it. The writer 
begins by a reference to the troubles 
on the Yangtze in 1891, to the burning 
of the Paoching and Shanghai, and the 
attempt on the Pekin,and goes on to give 
a list of the marine disasters during 
the year, in this neighbourhood, which 
is taken to include an area bounded by 
Newohwang, Japan, and Hongkong. It 
is mentioned that British tonnage con- 
tinues to increase in these waters both 
actually, and, in proportion to the 
tonnage under other flags, and the 
names of recent additions to the. local 
fleets under our flag are recorded. The 
improvement in the mail steamers 
coming here is noticed, and the increase 
in fees received at the Consulate ; and 
a deserved tribute is paid to the general 
good behaviour of the British seamen 
frequenting this port. It is customary 
to lament that the British seaman 
degenerates year by year ; but here we 
read that “ the good behaviour of crews, 
both European and Asiatic, has improv- 
ed to a very marked extent as compared 
with ten oF fifteen years ago.” 

The close of the Report contains a 
stiggestion that it might be worth while 
to take into consideration. ‘I'he British 
‘Consul has no control over ships trad- 
ing locally, as far as regards their 
manning by’ certificated officers, over- 
crowding, precautions against fire, aud 
the like” Where owners ‘are, careless 
or teckless, it is ‘supposed that Insur- 





ance offices in their own interest exercise 
some control, ‘but this is “by no means 
to be relied on. “In the light of some 
recent experiences on the Yangtze,” 
‘says this report, “it appears to me 
highly desirable that consular officers 
should be empowered by Order in 
Council to exercise some sort of super- 
vision and not be confined;’as at present, 
to the mere tendering of advice.” But 
could we rely on consular officers having 
the necessary technical and practical 
knowledge? And would there not be a 
danger of their control being evaded by 
the ‘transfer of the vessels affected to 
other flags ? 





SILVER. 


S0th Sept. 
‘Tuar the condition of India and of 
English trade with the East geuerally 
is attracting a great deal of attention 
at home is obvious from the numerous 
articles on the depreciation of silver 
that appear in the Boglish. ‘papers. 
Lombard. Street and Manchester are 
important sections of the English micro- 
cosm. Lombard Street is afraid of 
farther failures among merchants and 
banks connected with the East, which 
would shock the whole financial fabric 
in London; and Manchester is con- 
vinced that the only competition that 
English cotton manufacturers have really 
to fear is that of the Indian mills, which 
have the great advantage in dealing 
with silver-using countries of buying 
their raw material with silver, and pay- 
ing wages in silver. It is urged on the 
other hand that English yarn still 
holds its own in Japan against Bom- 
bay, and that there have been just 
as bad times in Manchester when 
silver was relatively as scarce as gold, 
and the rupee was worth one-tenth 
of pound sterling. Manchester, how- 
ever, has made up its mind that 
it cau only be saved by the universal 
adoption of bimetallism, Mr. Fielden 
stigmatising the “monopoly of gold” 
as more oppressive even than the mono- 
poly of the Corn Laws. He hopes much 
from ‘the forthcoming International 
Monetary Conference, as to which the 
Economist tells us that it will fail 
inevitably to do anything; and this is 
the general opinion.” It does not appear 
to be even yet settled when and where 
it is to‘meet; and it looks more thin 
ever as if the proposal to hold it was 
ouly an electioneering device ‘on’ the 
part of President Harrison, which will 
be dropped: as soon as the election is 
over. 

The Indian Currency Association 
evidently places no faith in the remedial 
action of this proposed Conference, for 
it is uow urging strongly the closing 
of the Indian mints against: silver.:“It 
seems to be held by the promoters of 
the Association’ that’ if ‘the Indiau 
wints left-off coining rupees: on private 
account, and ouly sold their own eoin- 
age at Is.'6d. to the rupee, they could 
confer upon the rupeé within India 
itself that value in exchange. ‘he 
Economist holds — that this expedient 





would leave the Indian Treasury’ inor8 
embarrassed than ever. It would still 
have to pay its home charges in gold, 
and it would have’ to-accumulate a 
gold reserve. As before -pointed! out, 
the government could only keep the 
rupee up to the value of 1s,:6d— 
if this were above the ‘market value— 
by being prepared to buy at that) rate 
all the ru brought to it; and the 
gold it paid put for this purpose: would 
leave the country. “‘I'he Gresham Law 
would prevail, and the currency. of 
intrinsically lower: value would® drive 
out that of intrinsically higher value.” 
There is another danger: ‘The rupee 
is largely hoarded in India, and 
much of it is hoarded in the shape 
of ‘silver ornaments. But “unless it 
is intended to exclude silver in’ every 
form, the ornamental purpose would be 
equally well served. by imports of bar 
silver, of which the value im commodi- 
ties would be, say; a third less than 
that of au equal quantity of the metal 
ia the shape of rupees. If, therefore, 
the government were to'confer upon the 
hoarded rupees au artificially high value. 
while’ their place could be supplied: by 
uncoined silver at a low price, there’ is 
surely every reason to believe that these 
hoards would be brought out in immense 
quantities, thus frustrating the attempt 
to impart to the silver currency a scarcity 
value.” 

We do not believe that it will be 
found practicable to stop the coinage of 
silver in India, or to introduce a gold 
standard—and these devices, if they 
could be carried out, would only make 
things still worse in China—and. it, re- 
mains to ask whether their promoters 
have not got an exaggerated apprehen- 
sion as to the near future of silver. 
They talk aud write as if an eight- 
penny rupee were in sight. ‘The Zcono- 
mist of the 20th of August points out 
that the present fall in the price of 
silver “has been brought about not so 
njuch by existing conditions of demand 
and supply as by the fear of future 
adverse conditions.” At the’ next 
session of Congress the ‘monthly 
purchases of silver by the U.S. Treasury 
will probably be stopped; but this 
has been. discounted. During’ the 
past fifteen months or so there has 
been a smaller demand from: India for 
silver ; but this is very much due to the 
excessive exports to India in the fiscal 
year ending: 31st March, 1891, which 
were due to the unloading of the lieavy 
stocks accumulated by speculators in 
anticipation of the passing of the Bland 
Act. ‘The export in the year in ques- 
tion’ amounted to Rx. 14,200,000, 
against au average of Rx.-9,400,000-fur 
the preceding four years, It is certain 
that production in Awerica will be 
checked directly the producers lose such 
a steady and certain bayer'as ‘the*U.S. 
‘Preasurer. “A low price on the other 
hand involves an increase in demand wi 
silver as with every other ‘comniodity. 
‘The market has been depressed ‘too by 
the fear that the Tnternatioual’ Confer- 
ence will’be abortive ; infact, as always 
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silver ‘has been made-lower than it need 
be by the fears of those who suffer 
most from the fall... There is no reason 
to fear a, further imminent decline ; and 
as fluctuations are-confessedly worse for 
trade even ‘than a steady: fall, the 
best thing that .could happen .is that 
legislation. should, leave silver. alone. 
and allow it to: find its own level. 
‘These are the views of the Economist, 
which has a knack of coming out right 
‘on financial questions. Anxious as we 
are to see silver reinstated in something 
more near its former ratio to gold, we 
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Lord Lieutenant } Lord Houghton, 
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cannot say that we think it probable i,t the ae 


that anything will be done by any go 
yernment to bring this about, and w 
doubt very:much whether any attempt 
to do it by legislation would not do 
more harm than good,

Chinese superstition has been the cause 
of another outrage upon foreigners. Sung- 
a city twelve days’ journey from 


whéngtu, and the surrounding country have 
been suffering from a drought. When all 
usual methods had been tried and no rain, 
it was thought something unusual must 
reve Three months ago the Rev. 
olhill-Turner, wife, and two children 
settled in the city. Their presence, it was 
so declared, caused the drought. Mr. 
Turner, reports stated, was seen. outside 
the city wall ag oe 2 Lat gpd bowl and 
waving a brush backward and forward 
beneath a clear sky. . Other stories equally 
plausible spread rapidly and aroused the 
suspicions of s credulous: people. Mr. 
‘Turner noticed the change in the attitude 
of the populace and on the advice of the 
istrates decided to remain quiet until 
rain should fall. However his stay within 
only lasted one day. 
iday, 29th July, opened a hot sul 
day without any sppesrance of rain, 
‘was an anxious time, as rumours were afloat 
that trouble might be expected any hour. 
‘Mrs. Turner was just recovering from a 
severe illness. The morning wore sway 
slowly, several guests having’ called before 
breakfast to enquire about the rain. After 
breakfast the numbers increased so rapidly 
that Mr. Turner was obliged to close his 
reception’room. A crowd then to 
assemble in a large court in front of the 
house. Mr. Turner succeeded once or 
twice in getting the people outside, but 
as their numbers increased they became 
bolder. When the ratio reached 1,000 to 1 
the mob felt satisfied of victory. They 
Dogan by pulling boards from a partition 
hurling them at Mr. Turner, then, 
rushing forward, they seized him,’ bound 
him hand and foot, striking him with their 
fists, and leaving ’ him hath 
ground beneath a scorching sun.

Some ad- 
vised stoning, others drowning, while 
more lenient suggested that they be tied 
toa stone until.rain fell... However, toadd 
abuse upon abuse, Mrs. Turner was. strip- 
ped.to her waist. At this critical moment 
a military officer appeared. He rebuked 
the people for their cruelty to Mrs. Turner 
and ‘suggested that she and her husband 
be taken to the yamén, regularly. tried, 
and if guilty lawfully beaten. 

‘Some objected ‘strongly, wishing to have 
the matter’ ended at once. Finally’ the 
suggestion of the officer was acted upon 
and in the midst of great danger they were 
escorted back to the yamén. "The magistrate 
miet them at the gate. Several men were 
kneeling before him, purporting to be Mr, 
‘Turner's accusers. 

‘Mr. Turner was forced to kneel before 
the magistrate while he asked what charge 
was brought against him. One replied 
“Hee tells the people that if they do not 
follow his sect rain will not fall, but if they 
do, it Will ‘fall. in ‘three days.” The magis- 
trate then ordered them back as though to 
have them whipped, in order to appease the 
mob who were threatening to pull down 
the buildings. 

‘They were put in a small room and left 
bound though the cords cut the flesh. As 
a last resort the magistrate asked Mr. 
‘Tarner’s servants if they were willing to 
be again beaten to soothe the rioters. They 
replied in the affirmative and received the 
usual punishment. It was afterwards re- 
Be that’ ‘‘ they received 5,000 blows, and 

rods were used up ard there was not even 
@ red mark,” Shortly after this Mr. and 
Mrs, Turner's cords were loosed and to their 
‘exceeding great joy and relief theirchildren 
were brought back to them... The neigh: 
bours had tenderly cared for the little ones 
until they could be returned to their 
parents. ‘The following day they wore 
escorted out of the city, ‘Twelve days’ 
journey stretched before them over the 
mountains and on August 13th Yangtzeling 
was reached. Heré they were entertained by 
the Canadian Methodist missionaries who 
are spending the sunimer in the mountains.

Her health has improved 
notwithstanding the intense nervous strain,

It is difficult to reconcile the action of 
the government in executing this man, with 
the murmarsof the people regarding it. In 
spite of my best endeavours [have not been 
able to find out that the man was guilty of 
anything more heinous than undertaking 
the presentation of the petition I have 
made mention of. It was not his fault 
that his means and hia namo were made 
use of to assist the Teklua rising. If-the 

vernment: were possessed of information 
that he was-a party to the rising, -they 
should have made it known to the people. 
‘This would have pacified. them; they 
would have been content to-know that the 
law had simply followed its course ; as it is, 
‘goneral discontent andiill-feeling prevail. 

When the news of the execution reached 
‘Tekbua the people were bowed down with 
grief, but this.\tenderness was quickly 
followed by the more poignant feelings of 
indignation and revenge, and they organised 
a force tv intercept the head on its way to 
their town. They vowed that it should 
not arrive as the head of a criminal, but 
that of a sninted martyr’ to the cause of 
justice. They carried their point. They 
met the escort with the head near Sha- 
n, aud after a severe fight, in which 
they were victorious, they returned to Tek- 
hug with'the head of their friend. . Warned 
of their approach, the whole of Tekhua 
turned out in deep mourning to meet them 

in whit , and with unplait- 
while the air was rent 
loud weeping of the multitude. It 
is described ns a most affecting scene. Here 
my news of this trouble ends for the time 
being, excepting to add that a strong 
militaty force has been sent from Foochow 
upto Tekhua, and .I am sorry to think of 
the further ‘trouble in store for these 
people. ‘There can only be one‘end to it, 
of course, and there will be a great amount 
of suffering before the end comes. 

We had a strong north-easterly gale 
which lasted from Friday evening (23rd) 
until Sunday mid-day (26th). This is the 
fourth sovere blow we have had within two 
months.

“To: one’ who has never.| 
witnessed anything, of the sort, no word 
painting cian bring it before the mind’s eye 
other than in a very general way. Each 
variety of article carried in procession 
might be referred to en masse, but as many 
things.of the same kind appeared frequently 
in different parts of the procession, pro; 
bably'a better conception of the extent and 
magnificence of the display will be given, 
bynoting each component part of thedisplay 
as it passed along. 

‘The procession appeared to be in sec- 
tions, although except in the case of the 
first section, there seemed to be nv occasion 
for division other than in the fact of breaks 
in the continuity and delays in the progress. 
The’ first section consisted of paper orn 
ments and representations of various kinds 
to be burned at the place of deposit of the 
coflin. First were prostrate iniages about 
ten feet long, of the wardens of the lower 
regions, onie black, the other white, Follow- 
ing these were a stork, two tigers, four lions, 
and two elephants, bearing urns and flowers. 
Next large number of flags, a company of 
servant aud underlings with various gilded 
articles, mainly emblems of authority. 
‘Thew nineteen tables or platforms, each 
borne by two men, aud containing urns, 
clocks, vases, flowers, censers, coral and 
jade ornaments, tablets, bell follow-

NEW RELIEF FUND FOR CHIHLI. 

The Viceroy Li Hung-chang represents 
that distress prevails over a very wide area 
in the province of Chihli; and’as a large 
amount of money will be required to cope 
with it, he asks; permission to invite sub- 
scriptions as he has done before. He has 
alieady reported that in the low-lying dis- 
tricts there is great suffering on account of 
the floods caused by ‘the excessive rains 
in the past summer; and the Emperor 
has graciot commanded that ‘a hundred 
thousand piculs of tribute rice be appro- 
printed for the benéfit of thoea in needs He- 
cently more complete reports have reached 
the memorialist, from which he learns that 
there have been inundations in more than 
thirty, districts, involving the loss of the 
groster part of the harvest. ‘The quantity of 
water covering the ground: is so great that 
it can not be run off soon enough to. allow 
any re-planting this, autumn. In view of 
the pitiable’ state of ‘the farmers, the 
memorialist has had soup kitchens set up 
at Tientsin, and has sent officers to, see 
to the immediate wants of the sufferers, 
Bat. the administering of relief will be 
necessary for'a long period ; and there are 
‘mainy,breaches in the embankments: of all 
‘the rivers, which must be closed before the 
flooded lands can. be dried. These two 
tasks will require immense sams of money. 
"Two years’ ago money was wanted’ on 
‘account of the floods in Chihli, and. the 
public were consequently invited to. offer 
contributions. It was arranged that for 
gifts amounting to forty per cont. of the sums 
ordinarily authoriséd, subscribers might 
obtain brevet ‘titles, posthumous titles, 
decorations, buttons up to the’ second class, 
the igrade of licentiate, and ‘brevet rank up 
to that’ of colonel. — Disgraced. officials 
might apply to have their tank ‘restored. 
‘Nominal donations of clothés, if the money 
value’ of the’ articles were “presented 
instead, would entitle ‘the ‘givers to 
‘simjlar honours. The’ money. raised by 
thé above means was. of incalculable 
benefit to the sufferers, ‘and facilitated: the 
speedy completion ‘of the’ public’ works 
required.

DEATH OF KUACHOU COMMODORE. 

The Viceroy at Nanking and the Admiral 
of the Yangtze report that the Commodore 
at Kuachou has just died at his post. ‘The 
deceased, Wu Chia-ping by name, had just 
started to visit the stations under his com- 
mand. when he was struck by the sun. He 
returned to his headquarters, but died the 
next day. He had occupied his post with 
much distinction ever since the year 1868 ; 
and previously he had done a great deal of 
hard fighting against the Taipings. Accord- 
ing to the rules. governing the Yangtze 
naval force, when @ vacancy occurs among 
the senior officers, the memorialists are 
bound to submit’ two names, as their 
firat and second recommendations for the 
vacancy. Accordingly they now nominate 
two officers, both of whom they consider 
well qualified. ‘The post is a very import- 
ant one, both from the proximity of Yang- 
chow, ‘which makes the locality to bo 
frequented by crowds of salt merchants, 
and secondly because Kuachou is imme- 
diately opposite to the Treaty Port of 
Chinkiang.—Decree issued separately.

TAND TAX: REMITTED IN YUNNAN. 

‘The Governor of Yunnan asks that the 
laud tax may be remitted in certain locali- 
tics in Hintsé Hsien, whero there were 
serious floods Inst your. It seems that 
torrents of rain fell during the months of 
June and July, and the country was 
inundated through the bursting of the 
embankment of ‘the adjacent river. ‘The 
Emperor is requested to excuse payment of 
land tax for periods of five, three, or two 
years, eccording to the greatness of the 
mischief done in each locality. A similar 
request is made with rogard to arrears of 
land tax, amounting to about Tis. 600 in 
the District of Ch‘inpei, not far from the 
Kuangei frontier. ‘This district was ravaged 

a land of river pirates at the boginning 
of last your ; and before the marauders 
could be suppressed, a number of people 

had been robbed of thotr all; so thet the 

had no means of paying the tax.—Granted. 
“LOCUSTS IN SHANTUNG. 

In the first half of July, says the Governor 
of Shantung, vast quantities of . locusts 
were seen flying overhead in the vicinity 
ofChinan Fu, No great harm was done by 

. them, however, as officials wore. sentout, 
and with the aid of the people destroyed 
them thoroughly wherever they had settled. 

Where the crops did suffer, the people 

have beon sbleto re-planttheir fields, The 

memorialist is well aware of the danger 
from young locusts, wherever oggs have 
been deposited. . He has therefore.ordered 
the local authorities: to pay the country 
people for either digging them up or 
jestroy the young insects as soon as 
aver they bave emerged from the ground,

In tho, first place, it must be 
admitted that the general complexion of 
the gam ft it went, did not 
favour very much the Scots, although the 
mateh was by no means over, and by good 
play, and the proverbial uncertainty which 
attaches to cricket, they might have been 
able to avert disast At one time their 
wickets wore falling with a rapidity which 
swas truly alarming, the’ bowling of ‘Barf 
being of the most deadly character.

‘The early 
dismissal “in both innings of A. J.H 
Moule, who went to the wickets. with bi 
brother, seems to give ground to the tradi- 
tion that the too early partnership of. these 
fine players, is one fraught with some risk. 
Such an idea may be little more ‘that 
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‘a cricket superstition, but it still ‘has its 
believers. Amongst the fieldsmen, Lightfoot 
shone ont asa bright particular star, ‘and 
the catch by which he got rid of Crawford, 
was one to live in the memory. As the 
game stood at the drawing of stumps 
Englund, with eight wickets to fall, were 
93 ruus to the good, but he would: have 
‘been a bold prophet who would have ven 
tured upon a forecast of the result. 
Winning the toss, A. P. Wood, the Cap- 
tain of the English team, sent the brothers 
Moule to-oppose the bowling of Carruthers 
(Pavilion end) and-Murray. Before a run 
had been scored, ‘ Old" Moule was beaten 
by adelivery from the latter bowler, and 
retired amidst signe of general regret. 
‘Abbott joined W. H. Moule, and the score 
then began to rise steadily, until at 49, he 
was caught by Mncgregor, at third man, 
for a well-played’ 26, Barff, coming in, 
S. Wallace was put on to bowl instead of 
Black, who not long before had taken 
Murray's place. The new arrival at the 
wickets seemed as though he might make 
something of a scote, but he lad only 
placed 5 to his credit, when Carruthers, at 
mid-on, accepted the chance offered. Three 
wickets had thus gone down for 55. Wond 
who went in next, stayed for but a brief 
period, for before he had scored he fell a 
victim to Murray who had resumed bowling.

THE OUTBREAK OF THE YELLOW 
RIVER, 


The following letter, which has boen 
ded to us, gives more details of 
ity which we announced on Satur- 
day morning :— 


My pear Mr, Ricuanp,—To-day Iam 
not attempting to answer the letter I 
lately received from you but I want to 
acquaint you with a disaster which has 
overtaken our work in this Chouping 
district. 

The Yellow River some ten days ago 
broke its northern bank and flooded many 
counties including Piuchow, where Mr. 
‘Harmon has over ions.’ ‘Then about 
5 days ago it broke again on its southern 
bank in Ch‘itung and of course has made a 
course for itself to the sea coast in Loyan 
or Shoukuang. 

A strip of country at least 80 to 100 li 
wide and nearly 200 fi long is flooded by this 
calamity. Mr. Harmon and Mr. Drake are 
not back from Kaoyuan and Pohsing 
where they were when the bank broke, 
Until the boat traffic is regular they may 
not be able to return. I dare not say 
how much of Kaoyuan, Pohsing, Hain- 
ch'eng and Pintai are under water as I 
have no certain news and do not accurately 
know the country in those counties. But in 
Chitung and Chouping hundreds of people 
have been drowned, and many thousands 
have taken everything to the flat roofs 
of their houses which this limited space will 
accommodate. I have 20 stations in the 
Chéitung city must have 
proved s death trap to many the situation 

jing very peculiar there, You know that 
the city is on the bank of the river and 
the whole country round has been consi 
derably raised by floods. At the same time 
the water has been kept out of the city, 
Consequently the city became a little basin 
which has been filled nearly full, up to the 
arch of the paifanys, I understand. 

Though dhe floods azo in no. w 
than those of 1889, T hope the distr 
not be so great. ‘The crop of beans and 
hsiaomi is of course lost—but in many places 
the kaoliang should be saved as it ie‘now 
ripe. But of course great distress and 
suffering will come in the winter. When 
we have accurate information as to what 
has been saved and lost I shall again write 
toyou. But I think you will value thi 
early information and will consult with 
Mr. Muirhead as to whether an appeal to 
the Shanghai public would have a fait 





















































chance of success—of courae the ‘time for: 
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such an appeal has not yet come ; accuracy 
and moderation are of the first importance 
in all such matters.

THE NEW HUNAN TRACTS. 


Of the three Hunan Tracts come to hand 
out of those distributed at the recent meet- 
ing at Oh'angsha, No. 1 belongs to the 
arge batch which was picked up last year. 
Is is the one which professes to be a revela- 
tion from one of the Taoist genii. ‘The 
other two were not in the last year’s find 
‘but have no dates. 

‘The appendix to the Death Blow is 
really made up of two separate tracts. It 

in 26 pages, 10 of which are in verse 
about Christians, 6 are in proso about the 
Kolao Hui, and 10 paves betwoon are 
missing. As to what that missing tract is, 
there is no clue given. 

‘The first 10 pages of Tract No. 2 area 
careful summary or cssence of all the 
abominable and horrible crimes attributed 
to Christians, sorved up afresh with some 
additional toucl il beyond what was 
thought unsurp the filthiest imagina- 
tion, The author of this disabolical tract 
has written it in easy vorse and in mandarin, 
with the care and completeness o 
in literary ability, in order to make h 
as widely known’ as possible, and in order 
to rouse up the indignation of the whole 
Innd against foreigners. He skilfully blends 
the name Catholic priests, Pro- 
testant missionaries, and Christian people 
of every name, rank, and country, 80 
as to direct the hatred of his country- 
men against all foreigners without distine- 
tion, He concludes by calling upon all 
to be ready at a moment's notico of the 
gong to rush out with their weapons to 
exterminate the foreigner and to possess 
themselves of his wealth! That is the 
bait. The rich are to help with their money 
and the poor, with their physical strength. 

“Tract No. 3 is on the Kolao Hui. ey 
aro described as bands of robbers, but

When in the camp they appear to be 
Joyal soldiers, but when they quit it on 
leave, or are sent home, then they form 
themselves into bands of 10 or 100 and fall 
upon any, where they can get prey. ‘They 
wear government uniform and carry govern- 
ment arms, therefore it is difficult to distin- 
guish between friend and foe. 

‘The writer professes to give much of their 
secret slang which he has learnt from them, 
to which he devotes some pages. 

He concludes by mentioning two great 
branches of the-Kolao. One is called the 
Ch‘van-nan-kuei, including the provinces 
of Szechuan, Yunnan, Kueichou, Honan 
and Hupeh.

Vladivostock has a very pi ue ap- 
pearance from the bay, as the settlement 
extends along the side of a hill for about 
two miles, private houses of all descriptions 
being dotted about the slopes, and the best 
positions being taken up by imposing look 
ing Government buildings, the Cathedral 
with its six domes standing prominently in 
« central position. On the right and left 
extremes of the town, and facing it on the 
opposite peninsula and islands, are exten- 
sive ranges of barracks, well and solidly 
built of brick and stone, while forts can be 
traced on the summits of the hills. A 
naval yard and machine shop stand on the 
shore of the land-locked bay below the 


town, and close to the large dock which the | edge, 


Government is constructing. ‘Two floati 
docks lie off the naval yard, and na 
vessels of various descriptions, from the 
ship to tiny torpedo boats, lie in the 
well sheltered harbour. On. the west of 
the harbour, can be seen the embankment 
‘of the now Siberian railway, and the station 
now building, the whole of the shore in that 
part being piled up with railway material of 
‘all descriptions. Broad roads stretch over 
the hills in all directions, and all of this 
looks charming from a distance, but a nearer 
acquaintance dissipates all romance in a 
few moments. On landing, the visitor finds 
that the fine broad roads are an: abomins- 
tion, having apparently been cut out of the 
hill without any attempt at grading, drain- 
ing or metalling, and following the natural 
shape of the hill one side of the road is 
several feet higher than the other; the 
rain has cut deep channels in all direc- 
tions, and stones—or masses of rock—are 
plentiflly spread about. Some of the 
buildings are undoubtedly ornamental and 
will bear close inspection, but too many 
are tawdry and gimerack, rough and badly 
built, a great many being flimsy wooden 
houses with here and there a veritable log 
shanty of probably tho earliest settlement 
period. ‘There is a fire look-out on the top 
of a bluff behind the settlement, but as 
there is a great scarcity of water at Viadi- 
vostock it 1s certain that when a fire occurs 
the only thing to be thought of is the pro- 
tection of contiguous buildings, as there 
can be no means of saving that in which 
the fire breaks out. A visitor quickly finds 
‘out that Viadivostock is chiefly remarkable 
for dust. Strong winds prevail mostly 
throughout the year, and they whip up the 
fine red = of the oo nee roads in 
clouds and carry it everywhere. Everything 
iy permeated with dust, and fialeandour's 
wale is sufficient to make the pedestrian 
grimy and uncomfortable if he is a visitor, 
though the residents are accustomed to this 
infliction and endure it with philosophic 
indifference ; but it stamps the town with 
eneral uncleanliness from which the inha- 
Bitants make no attempt to free themselves, 
apparently, as if doing so would be a sheer 
waste of time; 80 consequently a visitor 
rapidly comes to the conclusion that Viadi- 
vostock is chiefly remarkable for dust, 
dirtiness, and discomfort. Numerous dros- 
kies. ply for hire, the drivers being clothed 
in the orthodox Russian Jehu costume, and 
there is no doubt about their furious driv- 
ing. The vehicles themselves are wretch- 
ed four-wheeled shandrydans, somewhat of 
the victoria pattern, with one horse. bet- 
ween the shafts and another hitched on by a 
trace to the near side axle. The harness 
is rough and uncared for, as is also the 
vehicle, the springs ‘of which scarcely exist, 
The horses look as if they were never 
med, but when urged by the whip of 
Fhe. driver, unsparingly laid op; they 
along the rough roads, over ruts and stones, 
ina way that posttayely alarms a visitor 
who is taking his first drive, pounding 
his fiesh to a jelly and making every 
‘bene in -his body ache.- The drivers take 
@ fiendish delight in. driving at full 











speed down a steep hill, when those 
who oe tale have to hold on iba 
ir might to: prevent Ives bei 
sent flying out. A long drive in a Vladivo- 
stock: droskie is a thing to be long remem- 


dered with sorrow and pain. During our | 


stay in Vladivostock the weather was fine, 
so that we had only to put up with the 
dust so freely raised by wind and droskies, 
but I was informed that in wet weather 
the mud was terrible, and added one more 
discomfort to droskie driving, which I 
could easily understand would be the case. 
There is a wooden pavement laid along one 
side of the principal roads, which must be 
a great benefit to pedestrians in muddy 
weather. The Admiral of the station has @ 
house on shore, to which is attached a large 
garden shaded by many trees and sloping 
down the side of the hill to the water's 
, and this garden is thrown open to the 
ublic, but is not kept with any care. 
etunias, nasturtiums, balsams, asters, 
minor convolvulus, cockscombs, dahlias, 
roses, mignonette, zinnias, etc., were grow- 
ing freely, but were massed together in one 
bed without any attempt at arrangement, 
and the turf was overgrown with clover and 
generally allowed to run wild, so that tho 
whole place bore the appearance of untidi- 
ness and neglect. ‘Tobacco was grown as 
an ornamental plant, reaching the height 
of five feet or plore, and maples abor 
inthe garden. The hills around Viadivo- 
stock were covered with forest trees of lange 
growth some years ago, but for some reason 
they were ruthlessly’ cut down by the 
authorities ; but now the scrub is allowed 
to grow, and all the hills are densely cover- 


ed with’it, many of the young trees being | da 


from ten to twelve feet in height. The 
Goverment dock which is now being con- 
tructed will be the largest in the East, as it 
Will measure 500 feet onthe blocks, 80 feet 
in width and 33 feet on the sills. "The ex- 
cavations have verynearly been completed, 
the débris being ‘utilised to level gullies 


in the neighbourhood, and for this work | Go;

The coffer dam was most securely built, as 
there has been no leakage whatever from 
first to Inst. Melenite has been used for 
blasting, and that so successfully that only 
two trifling accidents have occurred since 
operations commenced.

The Government buildings now complet- 
ed or in course of construction show that 
Viadivostook is already » most important 
place asa naval and military. station, and 
should the Government so desire, the open- 
ing of the Siberian railway will make it a 
great commercial port, but this, unfortuna- 
tely for the place, depends entirely upon 
the whims of those in supreme authority. 
‘The embankment of the railway has already 
been completed for about 200 miles, but its 
opening to trafic has been delayed because 
thebridgeshave notbeen erected. This work 
is now to be commenced, as the engineers 
for bridge construction and the material 

wwe arrived, so there is eve 
that next year the lino will bs opened ta 
Nicolsk, about 100 miles from Vladivostock, 
and very shortly afterwards will be com- 

leted to the Usuri River. This will open a 

k country which all travellers pronounce 
to be very rich in agricultural produce, 
which will find a much needed outlet at 
‘Viadivostock. One of the oldest and most 
respected residents of that port told me 
that he hoped to be in a position to ship

this. ‘The extent of country that will be 
opened by the Siberian railway is enormous, 
and when once the natives realise how much 
the line will benefit them, there is no end 
to the quantity of produets which will find 
their way to Vladivostock, and the prosper- 
ity thus brought by this trade to the port 
should enable it to become the most flour- 
ishing city in the East. But alas, it is 
Russian, and there is no saying how com- 
mercial ‘aspirations and advancement may 
be suppressed, 
__ Itis needless to say that uniforms abound 
in Viadivostock, naval, military, or civilian, 
There are many thousand troops stationed 
in the place, but during the summer they 
are camped out in the hills round about, 
but still there are many about the town 
who are occupied in various Government 
undertakings, whether on the railway or 
elsewhere. At this time of the year the; 
are dressed in white blouses, than. which 
nothing can look more unsoldierly, and all 
wear big boots which are apparently never 
cleaned. Indeed the Russian soldiers are 
very uncleanly, but they are hardy and no 
doubt capable of great endurance, and I 
was informed by @ competent authority 
that they are excellently drilled. ‘There 
are many Russian women about the place, 
the wives of soldiers and others, rough and 
clumsy in sppearance and delighting in 
t colours, in which crimson, 
scarlet and orange are frequently com: 
bined. Bonnets or hats are not used by 
them, but if the head is covered at all-it is 
by a’ gaudy kerehief. Somo few of the 
lndivostock Indies are well dressed, but 
the majority affect fashions of a bygone 





yy and look very dowdy. ‘The ubiquitous 
Chinaman is in great force, keeping stores 
or supplying the market, and acting as 
sampan-men, stevedores, lumpers, washer- 
men, carters, etc., and numbers of Chinese 
are émployed on the Government works, as 
carpenters, masons, etc., in which work 
they are also. supplemented by Japanese. 
reans do the rough coolie work of the 
place. “There isa large trade done in ship- 
ping fruit from Chefoo to Vladivostock, 
and from enquiry I ascertained that the 
Chinese inake 100 to 160 per cent. profit 
on the wretched Chinese pears and apples 
they sell, there being no fruit at all grown 
about Vladivostock. 

Since the disturbance last year convicts 
have been sent out of Vladivostock, but 
are employed on the railway about ten or 
twelve miles from the place, but at Vladi- 
vostock itself all work on the line and the 
railway buildings is done by soldiers, Chi- 
nese and Japanese. 

The day after our arrival, Sunday, the 
11th instant (August the 30th, according 
‘tothe Russian calendar), was the name day 
of the Emperor, and was observed asa féte 
day. A full service was held at the Cathé- 
at 9.30 a.m. which large numbers of 
‘il and military officials and residents 
attended. The singing was extremely good 
and was unaccompanied by any instrument ; 
but all the members of the choir possessed 
excellent voices and sang beautifully in 
tune. The service was over shortly before 
11 o'clock, when there was a parade of five 
companies of trcops, and at a given signal 
the official buildings and men-of-war in 
port were dressed with flags, and a royal 
salute was fired from the. ind batteries, 
When the salute was finished the military 
band struck up the national anthem, and 
during the whole time it was being played 
the troops. on parade shouted “hurrah” 
to order and in regular time. During the 

.0on official calls were interchanged, 
and at night a grand ball was given at the 
‘Naval Club. 

There are very few places of amusement 

at Vladivostock. and those for the most

Jlenty of money amongst them, and those 
Teaw were well dressed, but they did not 
hesitate to beg from passers-by. They 
intend proceeding to San Francisco, ani 
will take their passage from Vladivostock 

shortly by the Tokio Maru, en route 
to Yokohama, so that residents in Japan 
will be able to make the acquaintance of 
these strange but undesirable people. 

‘During our stay in port the temperature 
was very agreeable, and cold enough at 
night to make sleeping under a blanket 
desirable. September appears to be the 
* off” month at Vadivostock, as there was 
no fishing or shooting to be got ; no furs 
worth having could be obtained ; the best 
caviare and salmon had not arrived from 
the north, and the fresh salmon obtainable 
in the market was nearly tasteless. Vladi- 
vostock beef is not good, but the market 
was well supplied with vegetables, the 
potatoes being particularly fine. 

Avery heavy duty is levied on foreign 
wines, spirits and tobacco, in order to foster 
Russian trade, so that. generally speaking 
vodki and Crimean wines are consum 
and Russian tobacco is smoked. We took 
up in the Satsuma Maru 65 casks of vin 
ordinaire for the French hip Triom- 
mite, which lay in the harbour with the 
ipore, and these casks were transferred to 
the flag-ship without being landed, but it 
turned out that this was a breach of 
Customs regulations which cost the French 
Admiral dear, for he was mulcted in 
duty and fines to the extent of 5,600 
roubles, which was much beyond the value 
of the wine. It would have been better 
had the Admiral sent the Vipére down to 
Gensan to meet our steamer and there 
take delivery of the wine. 

‘On the morning of the 12th instant we 
saw a fine American schooner brought in to, 

rt by Russian sailors, which had been 
seized for seal poaching on the coast. Five 
of these vessels, all under the American 
flag, had been taken, and one of them was 

ven up to convey the American crews 

ck to San Francisco, but four of the 
vessels the Russians retained. For the 
one which came in to Vladivostock, the 

American skipper offered $20,000, but the 

Russians did not close the bern, so after 

lying for a long period in Vladivostock 

Harbour the schooner will probably be dis- 

posed of for a trifling sum, as is usually the 

case. 

Our steamer was advertised to leave 
‘Viadivostock at 4 p.m. on Tuesday, the 
18th, and the ship was ready to start at 
that hour, but we had to wait for the 
agents, as punctuality is an unknown quan- 
tity in’ Vladivostock. This was very dis- 
appointing, as we were all anxious to see 

je entrance to the harbour by daylight, 
and this fine sight we missed, as we did not 
leave our anchorage until 6.30 p.m., just 
when darkness was coming on. 

‘Wednesday, the 19th, was a bright cold 
day, and we had made such good, progress 
during the night that we were 190 miles 
from Vladivostock by 8.30 am, and 
anchored at Gensan at 6.30 p.m. The 
next morning, thanks to the kind care and 
direction of Mr. Oiesen, the Commissioner 
of Customs, we took a long walk into the 
country to the tomb of a Princess of the 
present dynasty, which is prettily situated 
ona m Which we obtained a magni- 
ficent view of the surrounding country. As 
it was the King of Corea’s birthday Mr. 

- Oiesen had .to leave us in order to take 
in'.some official function, but we 

found. our way back to the ship without 
any difficulty.

The 
town itself is purely a Japanese one and 
is well built, and laid out in the neat way 
iar to the Japanese. ‘The settlement 
been established for upwards of three 
hundred years, and there are over 5,000 
inhabitants, together with very many fisher- 
men. Formerly the Joanese government 
granted a subsidy to Fusan, but I was 
informed that funds are now remitted to 
the mother country.

Formerly 
the houses were roofed with shingles, but 
quite recently, as business had ‘pros- 
yus, all the residents were ordered to 
import tiles from Japan for their houses 
and to -discard shingles, so as to avoid 
the risk of fire, and now every house in 
‘Fusan is well tiled. 

‘Thanks to the kindness of the Commis- 
sioner of Customs, Mr. J. H. Hunt, who 
invited me to his house, I had the oppor- 
tunity of meeting some’ Corean officials, 
as the Prefect, District Magistrate, and 
Superintendent of Police, were present at 
tifin. The former being a nobleman was 
alone privileged to wear a crimson silk 
robe and a small ornament on the top of 
his hat which had the signiticance of a 
Chinese mandarin’s button. On his de- 

srture the Prefect was carried in a chair 
by four bearers, but the other two officials 
had to content themselves with two 
bearers. 

‘We left Fusan at 4.30 p.m. and arrived 
at Nagasaki at 6 a.m. on Sunday, the 18th. 
‘As we had to spend two days in port we 
were pleased to find the weather was cooler 
than on the occasion of our previous visit. 
We left Nagasaki at 5 p.m. on Monday, 
the 19th, and after a passage that rolled 
us about a little arrived at Shanghai on 
the 2ist at 3 p.m.

‘Thus ended a delightful summer trip, 
which I can highly recommend toall who are 
fond of sea travelling. There is plenty of 
novelty and change of scene to be met with, 
and in no instance does therun from one port 
to another occupy over forty-eight hours. 
We were never troubled with weather so 
rough as to make the trip disagreeable, and 
though we were twenty-four days on board 
the steamer, so enjoyable was the trip that 
none of us felt wearied, I can answer 
for myself that I was sorry when it was all 
over.

i to be paid each time he comes out. In 
order to obtain greater facilities in yetting 
the force to uct in concert, » new system of 
giving alarm has beeu inaugurated. Accord- 
ig to the regulations every fifteen sections 
of the district are to have a force of their 
own, upon which the defence of this aren 
will depend. 

‘The Governor of Chékiang arrived at 
this port the other evening by the Huean 
and proceeded to his post in his boat 
the following morning.

The important lawsuit between Magit 
trate Yang, formerly administrator of Lii- 
kiang Hsien, Anhui, xnd the party of 
complainants, by whom the former is 
charged with having by his doings caused 
the death of several persons, is now being 
heard by the Nanking Viceroy in person. 
‘This case has beet pying the attention 
of the officials for months, but owing to the 
complexity of tho evidence, and the great 
number of witnesses, involving much loss 
of time, no fiual decision has been arrived 
at by ‘the officials conducting the case. 
But it now seems that a speedy settlement 
is at hand since His Exceliency the Viceroy 
is at the head of the tribunal. 

Our correspondent at Hankow informs 
us that the cholera is carryiny off many 
people in that city. The epidemic com- 
menced first in the section near the Kuau- 
ti Mino, and for some time the disease did 
not extend beyond that limited area, But 
the district infected nuw covers the entire 
town, The usual method of driving the 
spirits out of the town is being resorted tu; 
consequently the priests are in demand. 

A highwayman who tried to strangle 
and robs pedestrian near Loongwha several 
nights ago, has been sent to the yamén 
where he will receive his due punishment. 
His victim was a sixty year old man who 
was fortunate enough to meet with a 




































































friend, who rescued him and captured the 
would-be murderer. 

In the district belonging to the Litehaou 
Prefecture the year has been an especially 
poor one, not éven the customary small 
yield of the autumual harvest being 
realised by the poor tillers of the soil.

‘Tung-King Shan are in sympathy with the 
insurgents, and are co-operating with the 
rebellious ‘party, who identify themselves’ 
with the faction of the late rebel leader 
Sheng Kung. Some people are incli 
to the belief that the lender of the uprising 
is no other than the self-same Shéng Kung 
who was supposed to have been executed. If 
this be true it is hard to account for the 
person who was cxptured and decapitated 
Somme time.ago under that name, Troops 
have been despatched to the scene of the 
disturbance, und it is expected that trau- 
quillity aud’ peace will soon be restored, 
DESTRUCTION BY AN OUTBURST OF WATER IN 

KUANOTONG. 

Another great and serious catastrophe 
has twken place in Kuangtung, which in 
nature was. not dissimilar to the one which 
oceurred in the Changloh Hsien, On the 
29th ultimo, inthe country belonging to 
the Luvgchow Hsien, a fissure suddenly 
gaped open on the premises of a certain Li 
family, from which instantly vast columns 
of water began to force themselves out with 
irresistible violence. In a wonderfully 
short space of time the surrounding coun- 
try was overrun by the rushing torrent, 
which attained in some places the depth of 
10 feet or more. Great destruction hus been 
wrought everywhere, but no particulars 
have yet come to light as to the extent of 
the damage done by the sudden calamity,

THE KESWICK SHARE 
ORDINANCE. 


Ie is no doubt remembered that the 
Governor of Hongkong not long since asked 
the Hongkong General Chamber of Com- 
merce to report to him upon the working 
of this ordinance during the period of its 
operation. A special meeting of the 
Chamber was held on the 24th of August, 
to discuss the question (when Mr. Bell- 
Irving moved the maintenance of the 
ordinance) and was adjourned until the 
5th instant, on which date the Chamber 
wet again, there being a large and repre- 
seutative attendance of members, with Mr. 
A. G. Wood in the chair, From the 
detailed report in the Daily Press we learn 
that the discussion on the 15th was opened 
by Mr, Grote, who desired on behalf of 
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himself and the other sharebrokers mem- 
bers of the Chamber to protest against 
the constant and most unwarranted de- 
preciation of their opinion and their 
vote with regard to the bill. He point 
ed out that the uperation of the bill} 
was coincident with an unexampled 
depression m_ stocks in Hongkong, and 
dofended the “bears,” who have been 30 
vigorously and “incessantly attacked. He 
read an extract from the London Financial 
News pointing out that periods of depres- 
tion are always accompanied with senti- 
mental outeries against the wickedness of 
speculation, but that the attempts to make 
people moral by legislation had always 
ended in failure.

TERRIFIC TYPHOON AT’ TAMSUI 
peeiits 

200 1aves Loss axv $50,000 wont oF 

PROPERTY DESTROYED, 

‘The typhoon reported north of the colony 
on the 6th inst. swept with terrific and 
disastrous effect over the port of Tamsui 
and Tuatutia, during the night of the 6th, 
At the time of the “blow” the ouly foreign 
vessel in port was Mesars, Malcampo & 
Co.’s little coasting steamer Pekin, Cap! 
Mathews, and she rode out the storm whil 
utanchor almos 
sulate. ‘the Pekin and Fokien both arrived 
here from T»msui yesterday and from their 
courteous officers » Telegraph reporter has 
gathered the following particulars of the 
disastrous effects of the storm, 

THE ‘‘ PEKIN'S” EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. Arthur J. Coleman, chief officer of 
the steamer Pekin, said “We were at 
«uchor in Tameui on the 6th and experienc 
ed strongly westerly and northerly winds 
throvghout the duy, which freshened up to 
a stiff gale: accompanied. by -heavy rain 
squalls during the afternoon, Everything 
was made ready for a heavy blow before 
dark. About midnight the gale was raging’ 
and about 1 a.m, the centre passed over ua! 
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‘and the wind then shifted from west to east. 
‘Owing to the heavy rains that had fallen 
during the two previous days a strong 
freshet came down the river aud meeting 
‘tho risingtide during the height of thestorm 
caused an ugly sea to get up which caused 
sad havoc amongst the native craft geueral- 
ly. One large junk carried away her rope 
cabloand drifted before the wind close past 
our vessel, 0 close, in fact, that one mem: 
ber of her crew jumped on board the Pekin 
and thereby saved his life, while one of 
companions, who tried to follow his exam- 
ple, missed our ship's side and was crushed 
to death between the junk and the Pekin's 
starboard side. A few minutes later the 
junk capsized and her crew, 12 in number, 
were drowned. 1 should add that when 
the blow first struck us several cargo-boats 
were mado fast alongside but they soon 
broke adrift and were never seen again, 
neither were any of their crews, Part of 
our cargo, consiscing of 2,000 cases of 
Kerosene oil, which was iu cargo-boats 
near the chore, was lost, as also several 
hundred chests of tea which we were 
to take to Amoy. Lots of sampans 
appeared and miost of their occ 
were drowned during that terrible night. 
At one time the barometer stood as low as 
28.35. During the night the Pekin was in 
a good deal of danger owing to the rope 
cables of junks getting foul of our propeller 
and preventing us from steaming full speed 
ahead, which was necessary to lessen the 
strain’ on our cables, I therefore went 
down with an axe aud cleared the propeller 
and we hauled on deck 126 feet of thick 
rope which had become wound round the 
shaft, 

On shore the damage done by the typhoon 
was considerable. ‘The British Consulate 
and almost every foreigu-built house to 
‘Tamgui was rendered practically roofiess— 
the former suffering especially owing tite 
exposed positi ‘he old Dutch fort (Fort 
Zealundis) and Capt. Frank Ashton's how: 
wero the only buildings that seemed to hi 
escaped serious damage. ‘The damage at 
tho capital, about 10 miles up river, was 
roportod tu be very groat. Amongst the 
worst sufferers was Woodyear’s Circus which 
came very near performing the " Vanish- 
ing Act.” ‘Their tent has gone up sky- 
wards (possibly chevying Victor Valazio's 
last balloon in epace), the horses were 
nearly drowned (uot quite though for 
Martuy was around in nick of time), and a 
Jot, ofthe Company’ paraphernalia ie 
seriously damaged. But they are all very 
cheerful over it and are going down to 
‘Tainan Fu to perform very shortly. The 
damage done must be fully $50,000 worth, 
or more. 


















































‘THE ‘ FOKIEN’S” REPORT. 

From the officers of the Fokien, which 
got into Tamsui just after the typhoon had 
passed over the town, we learn that a 
typhoon was raging in’ the port at 11,30 
p-m, ou the 6th. During the day a NW. 
gale had been blowing aud then about 10 
p-m, the wind shifted round to the south- 
east aud blew with terrific violence until 
jdnight, when the the centre passed over 
‘Vamsui, ’ The Customs jetty, Custom 
House officers’. quarters, the telegraph 
office, British Consulate and lots of native 
houses are more or less wrecked and 
their roofs nox est—they are more than 
the  provervial “shingle short!” Dr. 
Rennie’s den is invisible, and the 
worthy medico will have to buy spuds and 
cabbages in the market for some time to 
come. A 10-knot freshet was running 
down river when we left Tamsui, and it 
was reported that the river was overflowing 
its bauks in many places causing consider- 
able damage to crops. A good number of 
cargo-boats were wrecked containing tea, 
Kerosene oil, etc. The damage done by 
this, the most terrific typhoon any resident 
can remember, is said to be about $30,000 
to, $40,000. worth. One uf the lnunch 
Company's launches started up river on 
the ‘th full of passengers, but evidently 

















became @ total loss en voyage for she has 
not been heard of since. The lowest 
reading of the barometer on shore during 
the storm was 28.55. It is to be hoped the 
dreaded Tamsui fever has beon blown, not 
only out of Tamsui, but clean out of For- 
‘mosa as well for, you know, ‘tis an ill wind 
that blows no good to sume one.—Hong- 
Kong Teleyraph.

James A. Frame was indicted for the 
murder of George Lemon on Ist May last. 

Mr. A. P. Stokes prosecuted on behalf 
of the Government of the United States ; 
whilst Mr. H. P. Wilkinson represented 
the accused. 

‘Frame occupied a seat in court, some 
little time prior to the opening of the pro- 
cocdings. He wore « tweed suit of some- 
what striking pattern, and seemed perfectly 
cool and collected, and none the worse for 








his confinement in goal. When the Court | as 


was assembled he was given a seat on a 
witness-scand, and subsequently during 
the drawing of the assessors’ list he sat 
next his counsel, to whom he occasionally 
spoke. 

‘His Honour having taken his seat ad- 
dressing the prisoner said :—Is your name 
James A. Frame? 

Prisoner—Yes, Sir. 

His Honour—James A. Frame, I have to 
read a complaint or information in this case 
as follows :—‘* In the Court of the United 
States Consulate-General at Shanghai ; the

about the First day of May, in the, year.of 
Our Lord one thousand eight hundred, and 
ninety-two (1892), did_uulawfully, feloni- 
ously, wilfully, and of. lis malice: afore- 
thought, make assault upoit, and shoot one 
George Lemon in the left ‘breast, with a 
bullet discharged by him, the said James 
A. Frame, from a loaded pistul,, and in 
so doing did then and. there; unlawfully, 
feloniously, wilfully, and of his, malice 
aforethought inflict upon the body of him, 
the said George Lemon, a mortal wound 
of which woutd the said George ,Lemon 
then and there died.. Wherefore tl 
affiant charges, that the said Jame: 
Frame, did in the manner, time, and pl 
and by the means aforesaid, feloniously, 
wilfully aud of his malice aforethought, 
kill aud murder the said George Lemon, 
against the peace and dignity, of the people 
of the United States. (Signed) [mie 
A. Shufeldt.—Subscribed, and sworn to 
at the United States Cousulate-Geueral 
at Shanghai before me this 21st day. of 
September. A.D. Oue thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-two. (Signed) Joseph 
A, Leonard, U.S. Consul-General, Acting 
Judicially.” Do you wish Mr. Wilkinson 
to appear for you as your counsel in this 
case? 

Prisoner —Yes, 

His Honour—You have heard this com- 
plaint read, What do you say, ure you 
guilty or not guilty? 

Pelsoner—No, air, not guilty, 

His Honour accordingly otdered a plea 
of not guilty to be entered. (To Mr. Stokes) 
You appear for the prosecution in this case? 

‘Mr. Stokes—I appear for the prosecu- 
tion, Tam instructed by the Government 
of the United States, 

His, Honour—We will proceed to draw 
the Assessors. 

‘The first name drawa was that of the Rev. 
E. H. Thomson, and His Honour asked 
Mr. Wilkineon whether he had avy objec 
tion. Mr. Wilkinson replied that at pre- 
sent hehad none, but of course any objection 
could be raised when they came tu be 
sworn, His Honour said that of course auy 
objection could be raised before they were 
sworn, but if any objection appeared now 
‘on the drawing, the person would not be 
summoned, Some other names were drawn, 
the last being that of Mr. J. G. Purdon, 

Mr. Wilkinson—I know Mr. Purdon 
wishes his name to be objected to,, becau 
from the official position he holds he 
thinks he should be excluded, and I know 
he has got strong ideas on the subject. 

His Botiour 4 think it would be hardly 
right to excuse him now ; I may uot come 
to him at all. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I ouly wish to inform 
the Court of my own knowledge, 

His Honour—Of course these are ques- 
tions which have to be determined when 
they come up. 

Mr. Stokes—I make no objection to his 
name being withdrawn at this stage, I 
think it is more satisfactory, if there is 
likely to be a solid objection to the name, 
that we should have as many unobjected to 
ossible, 
lis Honour—Well, with the consent of 
both sides I will not call him, * 

Some further names having been-drawn 
it was arranged thut the trial should com- 
mence on the following morning (Tuesday) 
atten o'clock. His Honour and the parties 
retired, but almost immediately they re- 
turned, as only eleven names had been 
drawn instead of twelve. Eventually the 
list from which the Assessors will be chosen 
was settled as follows :—

James A. Frame was indicted for the 
murder of. George Lemon on Ist May last. 

Mr. A. P. Stokes prosecuted on behalf 
of the Government of the United States ; 
whilst Mr. H. P, Wilkinson represented 
the accused. 

‘Some little time was occupied in the selee- 
tion of the assessors from the list of twelve 
names which had been previously drawn 
up., Both the rev. gentlemen who were 
subsequently chosen, were asked whether 
they held any religious views which would 
prevent them giving an impartial decision 
onthe evidence, ‘They replied in the nega- 
tive, and were'sworn. Mr. J. W. Bennett, 
who was: amongst those summoned, and 
who was evidently suffering from the effects 
of his recent accident, was excused. Mr. 
ked to be excused on the ground 
as opposed to capital punishment, 
but His, Honour did not regard this as a 
reuson which would prevent him adjudicat- 
ing. 

Mr. Stokes, in opening the case for the 
prosecution, said that the charge against 
the accused was one of murder. ‘The facts 
which he (Mr. Stokes) would have to lay 
bofore the Court were as follows. On Ist 
May, and during the afternoon, the pri- 
soner James A. Frame entered the house 
of George Lemon, the deceased, who at 
that time had a public-house in the Hong- 
Kow district. It was believed that the 
prisoner entered tho house for the purpose 
of looking for a mau-of-war’s man, who 
was to be apprehended for some offence. 
Amongst the people in the house, besides 
Lemon, was a Sikh policeman, with whom 
the prisoner had a tussle the result being 
that the policeman was thrown Some 
angry words. passed between the prisouor 
oud Lhe deceased, and the former left the 
house. He (Mr. Stokes) thought there 
would be evidence to show that when the 

risonor loft the house there was bad blood 

tween him and the deceased. Later in 
day the prisoner returned, between 
von and eight o'clock in the evening. At 

that time Lemon was sitting down at a 

table, engaged in playing cards with two 

other persons, both of whom would be 
called. ‘The prisoner entered, and accord- 
ing to some of the witnesses, after only 
very few words had passed, and Lemon 
remaining seated at the table during 
the whole conversation, the prisoner 
produced # revolver, and with some words 
such as ** This is my business,” leant across 
the table and within a very short distance 
of Lemon’s breast fired. ‘The result was 
that Lemon just half-rose from the chair, 
aud fell dead upon the floor. Mrs, Lemon, 
the widow of the deceased, seized the 
prisoner, but after threatening her with 
the revolver he swung himself free, and 
wont out of the house. Within the next 
half-hour the prisoner gave himself up to

upon the law of murder, with the object of 
showing that no language would have 
justified retaliation such as in this case.

were always on good terms. Until the 1st 
May this year I had no knowledge that 
they were on bad terms. On that day, be- 
tween 3 and 4 o'clock he came into the 
place, looking for » man belonging to 
the Petre. Mr. Frame threw down a 
Sikh’ policeman who was in the house. 
Mr. Lenn said he would have none of that 
in the house while he “ran it.” Mr. Lemon 
added “Trun this house, and when Icau't 
ruu it I shall shot it up.” Mr. Frame 
1d as he was going he shook 
ir. Lemon and said he would 
no longer run it after that day. T saw the 
prisoner again at half-past seven in the 
evening in the Eagle Hotel.” Mr. Lemon 
aud two more men were playing cards at a 
table when Frame came in, and when Frame 
came in he went straight up to the table 
and put his hands on it. ‘Then he pulled a 
small cap out of his pocket, and throwing 
it ou the table said ‘This is that fellow’s 
Mr. Lemon looked up 
not kuow anything about 
is cap. Frame then put 
his hand in his pocket aud pulled out a 
pair of handeuffs, which he put back again 
immediately. He eaid he came on business, 
and placed his hand in his right hand 
pocket, from which he pulled out a re- 
volver, and placing it very close to Mr. 
‘Lemon's breast, fired. Mr. Lemon tried to 
rise up but fell down fiat on his face dead, 
Two men named Fenton and Morse were 
sitting at the table. It was round table 
atthe back of the door as you come in, My 
husband was sitting facing the door as 
Frame came in. Fenton was un my husband’s 
right and Morse on his left. I was sitting 
in front of the fire, on Mr. Lemon’s left as 
you would come in. My husband either 
had his own portion of cards in his hand 
or he was dealing when Frame came in, 
Both his hands were employed with his 
cards as Frame came in. I saw no move- 
ment whatever of his right hand. I grab- 
bed hold of Frame after he fired, and he 
put the revolver very close to my face, and 
as he swung himself clear he made use of 
an expression I did uot underatand—a son 
of a something. ‘There wore at this time 
present the two men who had been playing 
cards, and another man standing with the 
baby and several other pereuus. I then 
rushed back to my husband, but he was 
already dead. I remained there till Mr. 









































Horley, Inspector Reed, and Dr, Macleod 
came. "A man named Sille remained with 
me. I did uot touch the body, which 





remaiued in the same position, and I took 
nothing from his clothes. Dr. Macleod 
removed the body. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wilkinson—I did 
not know what Frame meant when he said 
that that would be the last time my hu: 
band would run the house. I did not know 
that it meant violence. I had previously 
held the door open for Frame to go peace- 
fully, that was when he took out the cap. 
He had driven men out of the house before. 
When Mr. Frame said he came on business 
Istood up. I had not passed from the bar 
to the table after seven o'clock. | Karly in 
the day Lemon told Frame to get out of 
his house, and he did not want him there. 
He was not excited. If a witness had 
said anything of that eort, the witness 
who described it might have seen more than 
Idid. That happened in the early part of 
the day, not in the evening. Mr. Lemon 
had been drinking sarsaparilla and one 

ass of gin in the morning. Frame bad 
Been ‘drinking. I would not aay he was 
drunk. I did not hear my husband ask 
Frame had he‘his pistol on him. It might 
have been said and I not hear it. I might 
not have been “paying attention to it. I 
was paying attention to what was going ou. 
‘The game being played was “*Seven-up.” 
The bar-man was in the room when the 
shot was fired, but he then ran out to get a 
policeman ; and I was left with the baby. 
‘There was no revolver in the house what- 
ever.. I remember last Christmas night 
perfectly ; it has nuthing to do: with this, 











‘There was no revolver in the house for the 

inst eleven * months, when he sold it at 

public auction. Mr. Lemon had no one else's 

revolver on last Christmas night, There was 

no talk abvut shouting on Christmas night in 

our house. My husband bad on. a light 
coat and white trousers. Mr, Frame did not. 
fire through his pocket. Mr, Eveleigh, 
came into the house after Inspector Reed 

and Mr. Horley. Iwould uct know Fram’ y 
revolver again, It was about five minut ys 
after he came in first that he fired thest,ot, 
I supposed he camo after a sailor wher: he 
came the first time that day. I knew that 
Lemon said many times that his ruun/ ng of 
the Eagle Hotel was injured by 7srame 
coming and often looking for men who 
were not there, and thereby drivitay other 
people away. Mr. Lemon never told me 
that he would put an end to it. He was 
Teaning forward when he was shot, 

Re-examined—My husband was not in 
the habit of carrying a revolver, or any 
weapon of any kind. Since I have ben 
married I hava never seen a pistol in his 
pocket. On the Christmas night referred 
to some marines belonging to the Monocacy 
came to the house und made a disturbance, 
‘There were uo throats of shouting, but 
struck @ man myself. 

Dr. Macleod deposed to being called to 
the Bagle Tavern shortly after the shoot. 
ing affay. “When he uttived Lemon was 
evidently recently dead. ‘There was a black 
stain on the left breast of his cout (produced) 
caused evidently by singeing. Witness had 
the body stripped, and found » wound 
betwoen the second’ and third ribs, ubout 
two inches from the middle line, with 
about a teaspoonful of blood. Subsequently 
witness made a post-mortem, aud ho 
produced the bullet he extracted from the 
body, and also @ revolver which had beon 
given him. ‘The revolver produced was 
Ioaded in all the chambers but one, and that 
had an empty case, which the bullet fitted, 
Death resulted from «bullet wound, passing 
through the heart. 

Cross-examined—His opinion was that 
the body of the decoased must havo been 
somowhat inclined to the track of the 
bullet. ‘The bullet passod across the body: 
from left to right. 

Re-examined—At the inquest he thought 
the bullet was fired ‘within a few fest ," 
but from tho singeing of the coat he shor ald 
now say it had been fired within oight con 
hes. The bullet encountered nothir yy in 
its course toalter its direction. ‘The ‘track 
of the bullet induced witness to think that 
the left side was more forward than the 
right, 

"The witness was proceeding to illustrate 
au explanation with the revolver, when Mr. 
Wilkinson pointed out that the revolver 
was still loaded. “Hie Honour recommended 
the witness to bo careful, as “unloaded” 
revolvers frequently went off, aud the pre- 
font one was louded, 

Mr. Stokes—Is the track of the bullet 
consistent with the deceased being seated, 
and leaning forward, as a man might bo, 
holding bis cards in his hands, and the 
shot being fired by » man of the prisoner's 
height, standing on the other side of the 
table, 

Witness—Yos, I think the man, might 
have cards in his hands, under the’ table, 
and leauing forward. 

Andrew Fenton, examined by Mr. Stokes 
<I am an able seaman on the U.S. Petrel. 
She was in port on the Ist May last. On. 
that day I was in the Kagle Hotel, kept, sy: 
Geo. Lemou.. I could not tell the time- 
exactly, a8 had been ab libertyand * crnk- 
ing some.” I was there quite a lo 25, 
From 9.30 to after 8. T havea remesbrance: 
of a slight disturbance when I wae sitting: 
at the table, I saw Sikb policeman, 1! 
think, where Frame was standing. Lemon: 
was playing cards at the table. He got 
up and tad, ag nearly a8 I can romembor 
the words, that he did not want any row im 
house. Framo said he came.on business, 
and Lemon told him ta do his business and: 
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get out. Frame did not go just then. 
Frame was looking for an xpprentice 
nated Sniffen, who had ‘jumped” the ship. 
I should not’ call Sviffen a dangerous 
man though he is a great fellow,—quite 
@ youngster. I don't remember Frame 
saying anything as he was going out. 
Lemon said he ran that house, and would 
have uo disturbance there, I thiuk Frame 
sald yomething about the American con- 
suiate, and that he (Lemon) would not 
run it long. I waa sitting on the side 
nearest to the street when Frame came 
back, on Lemun’s right. Morse was sitting 
on Lemon's left playing cards for some 
time, but did not say anything, Nothing 
was ‘spoken that I can remember, After 
that To uot know how it began, but they 
started talking to each other, and Frame 
told Lemon he had better settle up with 
him and he would then go out. Lemon said 
he did not owe him avything, and that he 
would produce his bouks from which » 
balance would be shown on his (Lemon's) 
side. Frame then asked ‘* What about the 
furniture?” ‘They then had some rather 
hot words, and Lemon got up from the 
table aud stood in front of Frame, He told 
Frame to go out of the house, aud used 
ome pretty loud language, He spoke 
excitedly, aud Frame put his hand in his 
pocket when Lemon said sumething about 
tol to him. ‘Then one word followed 
her, and ae I thought, Lemon said ‘If 
Thave any trouble with you, I'll kill you.” 
Lemon said that, After that they quieted 
down again, and Lemon sat down at the 
table, aud Frame passed out of my sight. 
‘There was a viche in the room where I was 
sitting and I could not ave him as he passed 
out of the door, I do not know whether 
it was one minute, or three, or fout after 
wards that Frame suddenly appeared in 
front of me and I heard « report. 
fell out of hia chair and pitched for 
the floor. I cannot tell what was said just 
botory the shouting, “I wae hardly in a 
condition to tell, being sort of dazed, I 
wis in liquor, and it did not make an im- 
pression on me, 

Further examined by Mr, Stokes—You 
have spoken of « row in which Lemon got 
up and was excited ; I want you to be quite 
leur as to what then happened ?—This hap- 

ened when he came in the secoud time. 
‘Pho card-playing was resumed, but I do 
not know whether ho had played a hand of 
cards or not afterwards. 

Will you tell us, just before you 
heard the report and’ saw Frame stretch 
across, what was Lemon doing !—I think 
he had a whole pack in his hand. I think 
he was going to deal the cards. 

Can you tell me whether both his hands 
were vccupied !—They would naturally be 
if ho were dealing the cards. 

That is your impression ?—1 think he 
was in the act of dealing the card 

Did you sve any motion on Lemon's part 
us if to draw a pistul?—No. 

If there had been auy, could you have 
sve it?—If it had been a decided motion 
T might have seen it, 

How close do you think the pistol was 
to Lemon's body when it was fired? 
—It was not mere than two foot, I am 

ovitive. After he full I went over to 

mon and proposed he should be moved 
into the room, but Mrs. Lemon, I 
think, said I had better not touch him 
until the doctor came. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wilkinson— 
Whien something was axid about * not ran- 
ning the house,” my impression was that it 
had some reference to the consulate, and 
was not a threat tu kill Lemon. I was not 
ine state to judge of Lemon's sobriety, but 
I think he was drinking out of a small 
glass, I was drinking brandy. I do not re- 
collect #rame saying anything about Lemon 
hiding two men. 

The Conrt at this stage adjourned for 
tifin.

Stokes called ~ 










































Theodore Morse, a coloured seaman be- 
longing to the U.S.S. Petrel, who deposed— 
I was in Lemon's place from between 2 and 
3 u'clock on the Ist May, till after 8 o'cluck. 
I saw Frame before suuset that day in 
Lemon's place, the “Engle Hotel.” Frame 
came while I’ was there ; he came after a 
man named Sniffen, an apprentice, aged 19 
or 20, from tbe Petrel. Suiffen was known 
asa quiet mau ou board the ship. When 
Frame came he said to a man named 
Carshar, “I want you to come to the Con- 
sulate with me.” Garshar said he was not 
the man Frame wanted, Fenton also 

terfered and said it was a man named 
Sniffen that Frame wanted. Frame then 
went away to the counter and there was 
a scuffle in which one of the Sikhs was 
knocked down. I saw the man down, 
Lemon than said that he did not want any 
of that sort of thing in his house and told 
Frame to get out, and Mrs. Lemon opened 
the door for him to go, but he did not, 
remaining there for over half an hour. 
Lemon aud he then had some word 
Frame afterwards left. In the evening 
Fenton, Lemon aud myself were seated at 
atuble playing cards, Feuton had his back 
towards the window and his face towards the 
fire, Lemon aut with his back towards the 
wall, When Frame cate in he stoud out in 
the middle of ‘the fivor but he afterwards 
came up to the table. Lemou and he had 
some words and Lemon told him to go out 
of the house and added ‘If it was not for 
my wife ld I would get into trouble 
over you.” They had sume words and I 
sav Frame reach back and take out of his 
pocket pair of irons. Lemon then came 
round and sat down. Frame was then two or 
three yards iuside the room. Frame then 
reached forward and drew his revolver and 
shot Lemon, who fell out of his seat on the 
floor, We were still playing cards when 
the shot was fired. I could not say if both 
Lemon’ hands were engaged in playing the 
cards. I eaw Lemon make no motiun as if 
to get anything out of his pocket. Frame 

ut the revolver right across me to shoot 
Eomon. I got up and went outside after 
the shot was fired. I saw Mrs, Lemon 
rush up to Frame and he shook the revolver 
three times at her and said something about 
Woman, keep away.” [heard nothing else 
after Lenion was shot. Frame backed out 
of the place immediately. I was suber that 
afternoon, and had only been drinking 
peppermint. I don't drink auything in- 
toxicating. 
Cross-examined—They were playing 
“poker,” which is x different game from 
‘seven-up.” [twas Lemon’s deal just 
before he was shot. Witness did not kuow 
what Lemon was drinking. He did not 
hear Frame say anything about some sailors 
whom Lemon had hidden away. He did 
not hear Lemon say * Get out of this, or I 
will kill you.” Sniffen, the man for whom 
Frame was looking, w young fellow, 
but he was not a violent character. When 
Frame came in the second time, Lemon 
‘got up to speak to him, and there was the 
conversation about the furniture.

“Eagle Tavern” in the morning and re- 
mained there till “ the shooting time.” He 
gave corroborative evidence as to Frame’ 
Visit to the house, and his conduct there. 
When Frame shot Lemon the former ben! 

Lemon put his right hand 
to his left breast, half rose, and then fell to 
the ground. 

Cross-examined—He could not say whe- 
ther Lemon had cards in his hand when he 
put it up to his breast. Witness could not 
say where Mrs. Lemon was, but she must 
have been there somewhere. After 
hooting, witness left, and did not see the 
accused threaten Mrs, Lemon. 

Bhagat Singh, a Sikh police constable, 
said that on the evening of 1st May, he was 
in Lemon's house, when Frame came in.

In reply to His Honour witness explained 
the positions of Lemon and the two sailors, 
when the former was shot, 

George A. Shufeldt examined by Mr. 
Stokes said—I am the Marshal of the Court. 
On the first of May last I-was in my 
own house No. 13, Miller Read, Hongkew, 
between 7 and 8 v'cluck when the prisoner 
came in by the back way, as he very often 
did. As I was lying on’ the sofa at the 
time, he approached the wofa, and ws ho 
cams towards me he became more excited, 
Lasked him what was the matter:wnd he 
ssid ““T’have come to give: myself up to 
you aa the proper person to take charge of 
ines Thave killed him.” Taaid “Who 
and he replied “Lemon.” He then grew 
more excited and handed me the re- 
volver. I took charge of it. It is the same 
revolver that I afterwards handed to the 
Consul-General, and which was produced 
in Court this inorning as far as I know, 
Tasked him why he had done it, and he 
id he was after a desorter from the 
trel—a man-o-war’s man, and he handed 
the warrant, which I’ afterwards took 
ge of. Then I told Frame he would 
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have to go with me to the Consul-General, 
and he went. ‘The Consul-General told ino 
to take him to the gaol, and from the 





Consul-General’s house I’ took him to the 
gaol. I,do not remember having any more 
conversation with him as to why he shot 
Lemon. He said he was on ess. 
I do not kuow that Frame was in the 
habit of carrying a revolver, but I know 
he has carried one when-necessary. 

Cross-vxamined—It was frequently ad- 
visable to carry a revolver when going t» 
arrest men. Frame kept a revolver in 
desk in his quarters, and took it with him 
when going on some business. 

Mr. Wilkinson—The carrying of a re- 
volvér by a marshal is to you nothing 
unusual ? 

Witness—Nothing unusual. 

Mr. Wilkinson—In fact when making 
the arrest of sailors you consider it the 
proper thing? 

Witness—I consider it the proper thing 
knowing what I do about the arrest of some 
sailors. Frame was quite sober when he 
came to me, but rather excited. I knew 
Lemon and considered him a-dangerous 
man. My impression was th 
arresting ‘a sailor when he 
Inspector Reed deposed that in conse: 
uence of information, he went to the 
*EagleTavern” on the night of let May, and 
there found Lemon lying on the floor quite 
dead. Shortly after Dr. Macleod arrived and 
made a cursory examination. ess had 
the body taken into the dining room, and 
had it stripped. He noticed a wound 
on theleft breast. Witness took possession 
of the deceased’s clothing. Subsequent 
witness saw Frame and charged him witl 
murder. Frame said “Yes, we had'a fow 
words, I thought he was going to draw a 
revolver and I fired at him through’ my 
coat, but T don’t know whether he is dead” 
Wittiess replied, “Yes, he is quite dead.” 
Witness had knowa Lemon for about four 
years, and his house had a good character ; 
there was nothing against it, 

Cross-examined—Witness did not know 
of any row at the house last Christmas. 
‘He was quite certain’ that Frame said’ he 
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had fired.at Lemon: through -his (Frame’s) 
coat... the brown mark on the deceased’s 
coat. was auch as would be caused Ly a 
revolver. 

Detective Horley said that at 7.45 p.m. 
on Ast May, he was called to the “Eagle 
Tavern” by a native why said his master 
had been shot. Proceeding there he found 
Lemon lying dead, 

Cross-examined—Before now witness had 
assisted Frame to arrest sailors, and occa- 
sionally it had been a rough job. 

This closed the case for the prosecution, 
and the Court adjourned. 

28th September. 

The trial of James A. Frame on the 
charge of murdering George Lemon, on 1st 
May last, was continued to-day. As on 
‘Tuesday, the court-room was crowded with 
spectators, and considerable interest was 
manifested in the proceedings. Punctually 
at eleven o'clock, the Court assembled, and 
Frame was brought in, aud occupied a seat 
on.the right of bis counsel. 

Mr. Wilkinson proceeded to vpen the 
ense forthe defence. He said he had been 
retained to defend James A. Frame on 
a change of murder in the first degree, 
Having remarked upon the seriousness of 
the accusation, the learned counsel at some 
length quoted from American authorities 
upon the law, and then proceed to argue 
that the prosecution had failed to make 
‘out the charge of murder, by reason of their 
haviug been unable to prove that the accused 
was actuated by malice in what he did. 
‘Au attempt had been made to imply malice, 
however, and it had entirely broken dow: 
Evidence was given by sevoral witnesses 
tat the prisoner Frame shook his finger at 
‘the deceased man Lemon, and said it would 
be the last day that he would run that 
place, ‘That statement by itself sounded at 
first as if it might show there was malic 
But in the cross-examination, it was shown 
clearly that in the minds of the people who 
heard it,—ospecially in the mind of M 
Lemor 
wore things against Lemon in the knowledge 
of Frame which might lead to his licence 
being revoked. ‘The prisoner's defence 
was that he considered that he wss in 
danger of his life, or a felonious assault 
upon him, and presented a revolver to 
Lemon in order to protect himself. Se 
vndly he carried, und had, a revoly 
oy iy and properly for the purposes of his 
oficial position ae Marshal of that Court ; 
aud what was more than a technical defence, 
he was throughout that day, and all the 
circumstances attending the killing, Marshal 
of tho Court, and wastrying to arrest an offen- 
der. Ho was executing the process of that 
Court, and there was a rule—not a presump- 
tion of law, but an absolute rule—thst in 
killing a person under those circumstances, 
whatever the grade of guilt would be under 
other circumstances, it would be reduced to 
one lower, Frame himself would prove 
that he carried his revolver for tire purpose 
of overawing persons he had to arrest, It 
would be in evidence that the revolver was 
unloaded generally, and Frame would prove 
whore and under what circumstances that 
revolver was loaded. 

‘Tho learned counsel then proceeded to 
call evidence for the defence. 

Michael O'Connell, belonging to the Mo- 
‘nocacy, said he knew Lemon, and was twice 
in his store, Last Christmas night witness 
\d some others were there. When he went 
into the room urbance was going on. 
Mrs, Lemon had a stick, and Mr. Lemon 
ran from behind the bar and produced a 
revolver, He told witness to get out, and 
he did 80, Another nau named Knox 
was theré, and he, baring his busom, told 
Lemon to shoot, Witness was sober, and 
not-cating to know what was in the revolver 
went out. (Laughter.) 

Cross-examined—Witness knew Frame, 
having seen him a few times. He had 
never seen him arrest any man. 

Mary Berry, a coloured woman, was next 
examined. She said that in her hearing 






















































—that referred to the fact that there |" 





‘Lemon had said he wanted Frame tokeep out 
of his house, as the latter was spoiling his 
business. Frame once came to her house and 
sxid he was going away on a house boat 
cursion from Saturday to Monday. She saw 
Frame on the afternoon of the shooting. 
Frame appeared suber, and refused x glass 
of beer the witness proifered him. She had 
seen Lemon with a revolver, in the Star 
Restaurant. Lemon had it in his hip 
pocket, Itwas when the Marion weut home. 

Lemon said that Consul Kennedy allowed 
him to carry ir, a8 a man in the Marion 
had threatened him. She had never 
heard Lemon threaten Frame. Lemon 
in talking to her once, said he had to 
eat fourteen or fifteen white men’s livers 
before he died, aud that if he did not keep 
out of the house, Frame would be ove 
of the first. (laughter). Or the 1st May 
Frame came to her house in search of a 
deserter. Lemon ‘had a very bad tongue” 
against white people. She saw a revolver 
in Lemon's possession a second time, when 
he said he would shoot a certain man if he 
did uot keep away from a certain Japanese 

irl. 
 Cross-examined—The frst time she saw 
Lemon's revolver was when the switch- 
was in Shanghai. She had seen Lemon 
vislont-and “lick” the mau he threatened 
toshoot. She knew Lemon in Japan, and 
had seen him standing behind a bar ‘with 
two revolvers firing at men-ol mei 
He did not kill any one, because they ran 
out, (Laughter. 

Mr. Stokes,—\Was not Lemona man who 
was alway bragging about doing, and then 
not doing. 

Witness—I think he would do it. 

Witness, who is commonly known as 
“Black Mary,” smiled broadly when relat- 
ing the incident connected with the Japa- 
nore girl, and several times her manner 
of testifying moved the audience to titters, 

Upon the resumption after the mid-day 
\djourument, 

‘Mrs. Frame was called and sworn—She 
said she remembered the Ist Muy Inst, 
Before that sho remembered Lemon speak 
ing in an unfriendly manner of her husband, 
‘The Inst time sho saw Lemon she was 
standing on the verandah, early in Apri 
and he passed, He called out ‘Mrs, 
Frame.” Witness stepped back, but came 
out Lemon then said’ Ts that 
white-livered son of s— there?” She 
did not answer, aud Lemon then suid “ You 
tell that white livered son of a — if he 
comies into my house again, and interferes 
with business, I will kill him, I 
will shoot him, aud I will eat his liver 
without ealt.” ‘She told her husband what 
had occurred. Witness had heard Lemon 
ke n similar remark about the American 
Consul, Ske had heard her husband sy 
that he bad had some trouble with some 
men and was allowed to.carry a revulver, 
Witness was once with her husbaud ou a 
house-boat at Woosung, when a lot of Chi- 
nese came around,.and she thought she 
‘saw a revolver on. the house-buat. The 
night of the shooting of Lemon, she saw 
her husband at the American Consulate, 
and he told her that Lemon pulled his 
pistol and was about to shoot him (Frame), 
She had never heard her husbaud threaten 
Lemon, 

Cross-examined--She had heard Lemon 
‘say he would shoot the American Consul on 
the stand. He had never made insulting 
remarks about witness. The last witness 
(Berry), some considerable 
witness's servant, but witness had not seen 
her much recently. 

Mrs. Annie Rowland. the next witness, 
said she kuew Lemon. One day in Christ- 
mas week he came to her shop to buy a 
stove, and he eat on the corner of a table, 
s he did so she noticed « revolver in his 
pocket. Some time after she saw him.at 
{ Miss Berry's house, He came in with Mr. 

Eveleigh, and said he was going to eat 
fourteen’ men’s livers and that Frame’s 
would be the first one. They had a bottle 









































































of beer for which Mr. Eveleigh threw down 
& dollar. The next day Lemon went. to 
Miss Berry's place again and asked if Frame 
ever went there. Witness asked what he 
wanted to know for, aud he told her to 
niind her own—business. 

Cross-examined—Miss Berry’s place was 
8 private house, but if a friend came in and 
asked for a bottle of beer it was given to 
him. It was not the rule to sell liquor. 

Mr. Stokes—How does Miss Berry get 
her living? 

Witmess—She is always very busy and 
goes out to help people at work. 

Mr. Stokes— Are these houses respectable 
houses? 

Witness—Yes? 

‘Mr. Stokes—Can you mention any house?” 

Witness—I don't kuow very many people 
here. 

‘Mr. Stokes—Are you single or married. 

AVitness--My husband is dead some years

Stokes—Are you in business, and 
what is your occupation ? 

Witness —No, at present I have got my 
private home and my family to look after. 

Mr. Wilkinson—Is this, to character or 
veracity?

Mr, Stokes asked that the whole of the 
evidence of these wi hould be read. 

Mr. Wilkinaon objected, 
Mr, Stokes could crosa-exam 
thing which had been read, but could not 
get in other testimony. 

His Honour said that he thought wl the 
evidence of the witnesses who had been 
quoted from must go in, if asked for. 

Mr, Wilkinson then fwnded in x written 
protest, and the evidence was read. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Stokes—Would 
you gousider Lemon » dangerous man ?—

In what respect?—I would not have 
been nearly ao much surprised t hear that 
Letnon bad killed Frame, as I learned that 
Frame had shot Lemon.

James A. Frame, the recused, was then 
called, and after being cautioned by His 
Honour said he was Deputy Marshal of 
tho U.S. Court and as such it was part of 
his duty to arrest deserting sailors He 
had frequently had trouble in so doing. 
Nearly all the time so engaged he carried a 
revolver, particularly when he knew that 
aeveral men were ashore. It was very hard 
to try and arrest a man when in company, 
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‘The revolver he carried had only twice 
been loaded, once on the honseboat. He 
had frequently been to Lemon's place 
\to arrest. men, as it was the principal 
| place for the Petrel men when ashore. 
| He had known instances of men being 
| concealed there when witness was after 
| them and Lemon had given him the laugh 
[for it. On the Ist May witness received a 
warrant to arrest aman. At about half-past 
j ten that morning he took his revolver, 
and put a pair of irons in his pocket. 
He loaded. tue: fovclyar ‘loti going for an 
szcnrsion ins huusoboet, and forgot to 
unload it when he came back, or he would 
never have shot Lemon, and might probably 
have been killed instead. ‘The first time, 
on Ist May, that he went to Lemon’s house 
was about half-past eleven in the morning, 
He was then looking for the man named 
Sniffen who had jumped” his ship. After 
Jooking round he ‘saw that Sniffen was not 
there und left, going round subsequently 
to likely places in Hongkew. He returned 
between three and four o'clock and asked 
Lemon whether Suiffen was upstairs, and 
he said no. A Sikh policeman was in the 
room, He was drunk, and made himvelf 
objectionable, so that he (Frame) put his 
foot behind and pushed him over. 
‘Lemon then jumped up in a great rage and 
said “What doyou mean by trying to break 
up my house?” He (Frame) replied that he 
only did itas a joke, and Lemon sat down, 
saying that every one in the council was 
trying to smash himup andruin him, Lemon 
id Clear out of my house.” He refused 
to go, and Mrs. Lemon came up and told 
him to “get.” "He was not going then, and 
Lemon said “If T exunot run this shanty 1 
will shut it up.” He (Frame) then walked 
ut, as Mrs, Lemon went away from the 
door.

‘An inquest was held this afternoon on 
buard the Chefoo, in Boyd’s Dock, on the 
body of Robert M. Edwards, chief engineer 
of the steamer. Mr. G. M. H. Playfair 
was the Coroner and the jury consisted of 
Messrs. D. W. Crawford, W. C, Murray, 
and W. Taylor. 

Robert Munn, 2nd engineer of the Chefoo, 
stated—A little past 5 p.m, on Monday, I 
was on deck, I saw the chief engineer 
speaking tu Mr, MucCallam of the Duck. 

je was standing xt the gangway. Mr. 
MacCallum was going to shake hands 
with him when the deceased fell right 
over, That was all Isaw. He fell about 
80 feet. After-he fell, Mr. MacCallum 
and Land others went down into the dock 
andpicked him up. We ouly sawared mark 
across his neck ; he wasjust alive, We tovk 
him into the mess room aud laid him on 
the table. Doctor Jamieson came in about 
half an hour though Iam not certain as to 
theexact time. The deceased died at 9.45. 

Alex. MacCallum, employé of Boyd & 
Co,, stated—I was on buard the Chefov yes- 
terday afternoon working.
